- The Minglish Cheese Trade. 


(From the Utica Herald.) 

Wo commead the following sensible lotter 
to the care!ul coonidoration of our dairymon. 
It eupports tho porition which has been in the 
main upheld by the Herald all through the 
present season, England is making moro 
cheese now than the United Stater, conse. 
quently rhe doesn’t want so much from us at 
the prico sho is obliged to pay for it, lt. is 
hard to imagine what would become of our 
cheowo factories if England should Kive up 
esting American cheese,as she has done in the 
case of Amerioan butter. But Mr, Grant's 
lotter speaks for itself :

To the Editor of the Utica Morning Herald ; 


Allow me to trespass on your valuable 
pace, by officring a few romarka ou tho 
cheere business, In the firat place I presume 
all the dairymen, cheese receivers and ship- 
pors are bulls; atleast all the lottera received 
from your side talk of short make, your own 
consumption which is yearly increasing, 
small stocks held by retail and wholesale 
dealers oo this side, no ice-house stock” in 
New York, and the English vheese going fast 
into ccnpsumption, On the other hand, let us 
look at the cheese trade hero as it is, On 
October 1.ithe official stock in Liverpool was 
160,009 (this is not reckoning 60,000 in car- 
rier’s hands,) agains! 133,000 the preyious 
year. On the let of Msy this year we carried 
forward a heavy stock of American, in fact 
twice or thrice as much as we dii on May 1, 
in 1881, America short shipped us to Ovcto- 
ber 1, in round numbers 340,000'less than 
last year, I think this proves without doubt 
that our consumption of American cheese is 
aboat 300,000 leas than last year up to Ooto- 
ber 1, whioh is equal toa deorease in our con- 
sumption of American cheese of 720,000 boxes 
per annum as against previous years. The 
theory has been advatced, that our retail and 
wholesale dealers are bare of stook ; from our 
experience such isnot the case. One of our 
firm recently went through the midland and 
eastern counties aod found to his great sur- 
prise wholesale dealeraas arulc, carrying 
stocks of American June cheese, which thay 
could not sell Their argument was that they 
paid 58%, for the cheese in Liverpool, and rail- 
way carriage, expenses, &0., made the cheoso 
cost them 60 to 6la., therefore they could not 
afford to sell them to shop keepers under 64s, , 
which means ninepence and tenpence to the 
consamer, They all complained bitterly of 
the trade, Now aito English cheese, un- 
donbtedly we have a very hoavy make ; un- 
fortunately in England our statistical informa- 
tion is notso elaborate as in America, conse- 
quently we oan not arrive at our increase of 
production, For the sake of argumont 
wewill take butter as an example. From 
America we have, ordinarily, 75,000 pack- 
ages of butter; prior to Ootober 1, this 
year we have had practically nothing. Io 
the face of no butter from your side, and oleo- 
margarine 10s. to 15s, dearer, butter to-day 
is 108, to 15s, cheaper than last year at this 
time You must bear in mind that our con- 
sumption in England for butter this summer 
has been very large. At Leicester cheese fair 
Piréhéa’ dio WH Of. Atiltons_warp 
shapes ; one paper gives i¢ av 750 tons, but 
We question if there was as muoh as that; at 
any rate, sitpence per pound was tho ruling 
price for finest Stilton cheese (genuine Stil- 
tons, not merely Stilton shapes ; cheese that 
a New York store would 'séll at 40 to 50o. per 
pound), whilst ordinary shapes sold at an 
average of 50s to 54s., and afew pet dairies 
at 10s, to 20s. more. Since the memorable 
oheese panic that ocourred about July 1,188), 
American cheese have only once been, fora 
period of one month, ata price based upon 
consumptive demand. The Utica dairymen 
on that ocoasion stopped the panio, by refua- 
ing to market the bulk of their goods. This 
idea worked so admirably thas ever since that 
date the same tactics have been resorted to, 
and I may say alwaya with success until quito 
recently, when the holding back theory sig 
nally failed. Every one connected with tho 
business knows how skillfully the dsirymen 
have worked the oravle. For instanos, New 
York receivera appear at Utica on Monday, 
and protest they can’t pay last weok’s prio».

petition. Truer words never were spoken ; 
foreign compotition has been built ap in tho 
shape of English, Sootch and Datoh choose, 
(by the-by the make of the latter has onor- 
mouely increased thie year), and it is an orro- 
neous idea for Americans to think we should 
starve if wo did not havo their goots. The 
bacon shipments from America are almost nil, 
buttor shipments aro nil, and if tho bolatering 
of cheeso goes on for a fow more yoars, that 
business will be killed out. If Amorioan 
dairymen mean to got tho last cent ont of 
their summer cheese, they must make up 
their minds to ship loss, and either produce 
less, or iaduod their countrymen to vat more ; 
in the meantime if any dairyman wants to #00 
the ruins of what used to bo a healthy trade, 
I would advise him to peop into the cheose 
warehouses of Liverpool aud view his pro- 
duct going to rot

Tho Funeral Obsequies of the Late 
Lady Langevin. 

| Quenero, Nov. 2.—The Marquis of Lorne, 
on behalf of himeelf and the Princess, has 
telographod a message of condolence to Sir 
Hootor Langevin, Tho message is short 
but very expreasivo, ‘* Wo sympathizo with 
you in your sorrow, Lorne,”’ 

The city ia thronged with visitors to 
attend the funeral, which takes placo at 
eloven,nearly every Consorvato representa- 
tive from the Provinoe of Quebeo boing 
present. Magnificent floral wreaths bave 
been sent to be placed on the ooffin by 
Madame Robitaille, of Spencerwood, Mr, 
Speaker and Mra, MoPhorson and othors 
Sir, Ubarlos Topper and othor members of 
the Fedoral Cabinot aro prosont,and several 
Lioutenant Governors who asked to be ro- 
presented, 

The funeral of Lady Langevin took place 
this morning and was an immense affair, a 
large portion of tho funeral procession 
having entered the Basilica before the end 
had left the residence of the deceased on 
St. Louis street. The pall-bearers were 
Hon. Mr. Mousseau, the Hon. Mr, Mo- 
Greevy, Mr. Roy, Mr. Joseph Hamol, the 
Hon, A. P. Uaron, the Hon. P. Garneau, 
Judge Teesior,aud Mr, J, B, Renaud, The 
procession was headed by the police and 
the orphans of the Sisters of Oharity, after 
which came the body in a magnificent 
coffin drawn ina hearse, Sir Hector and 
son, his brother, Mr. Edward Langevin, 
under Secretary of State, and other rela- 
tives followed. Then came Lieut, Governor 
Robitaille, Sir Charles Tupper, the Local 
Government Ministers and Mayor and 
members of the City Connoil. The students 
of Laval followed, and then came a large 
concourse of friends,including many judges, 
members of Parliament, prominent citizens, 
and chief heads of Sir Heotor’s department 
in Ottawa. The Archbishop of Quebec 
officiatea in the Basilioa, which was richly 
decorated for the occasion. Bishop Lange- 
vin of Rimouski, and Vicar.General 
Langevin ocoupied seats in the choir, The 
remains were interred in the chapel of the 
Hotel Dieu.

BANQUINARY OONFLIOT BETWEEN WOULD-BE 


LYNCHERS. —INNOOENT PERSONS KILLED 
AND WOUNDED. 


Lextinaton, Ky., Noy. 2.—The murder- 
ers Neal and Oraft yesterday secured a 
change of venue to Oarter County. While 
military were escorting them to the steamer 
Granite State they were attacked by a mob, 
The soldiers fired,and several of the attack- 
ing party were killed and wounded, The 
prisoners and troops got safely aboard, when 
the mob seized a train,heading off the boat 
at Ashland, where another attack was 
made. The troops returned the fire. 
Again a number of the mob were killed 
and wounded. So far as known three 
soldiers were wounded slightly. Private 
despatches which were received here report 
five persons killed and thirty wounded, 
The steamer passed Portsmouth and unless 
the fog prevents will reach Maysville to- 
night, where the prisoners will be transfer- 
red to the railroad to be taken to Lexing- 
ton 

Ap Ashland (Ky.) special says :—No at- 
tempt was made to capture Neal and Oraft 
while they were being put aboard the 


steamer at Cattletsburg, but the crowd 


hastened to Ashland, where about twenty 
men aud boys compelled the captain of a 
ferry boat to put out to intercept the 
Granite State. The affair would have been 
8 farce but for the reckleas discharge of a 
revolver by a boy on the boat, It was 
auswered bya yolléy from the soldiers. 
Balls pierced the boiler, and escaping steam 
baffled the mob. A crowd had gathered on 
the banks, and soldiers turned their guns 
on them and fired without provocation. 
Only three were wounded on the ferry 
boat, while all the casualties occurred 
among peaceable people on shore. The 
killed were :—Geo. Keener, Jas. MoDon- 
ald, Ool. Reppert, John Bass, and an in- 
fant in ite mother’s arms. Seriously 
wounded :—John Bauch, Ohas. Balinger, 
Willie Serey, Will. Shrenger, Mrs. Serey, 
Graham Randall, Robert Pritchard. Thir- 
teen persons were slightly wounded. Rep- 
pert was a highly respected citizen, 70 
years old. Mrs. Butler was a quarter of a 
mile away attending a meeting to organize 
® public reading room. Oitizens are very 
{odignant. 

Aantanp, Ky., Nov. 3.—Yoesterday an 
eye witness testified before the coroner's 
jury that the firing from the Granite State 
continued after the dissppearonce of the 
men on the ferry boat and the men on her 
ceased firing for three or four minutes. 
Auvtler witness said there was no firing 
from the shore and no armed men on 
shore. The fring proceeded from the 
wharf boat and not from the men on the 
ferry boat. Oapt. Fraser said a volley was 
fired from the steamer before thero was 
any fire from the ferry boat. After firing 
the second volley there was a silence on the 
ferry boat. The troops proceeded to the 
stern of ths Granite State and kept up a

Berries, 
sweet corn, and green fruits of every kind 
can be evaporated, and when we consider 
how much goes to waste every year when 
froit is plentiful, wa shall see that there is 
money init. “Evaporated froitalways brings 
a better price ii market than that dried 
in the old style, and it costs but little to 
ran the evaporator. Evaporators cost from 
$50 to 8600. The former will cure about 
ten bushels and the latter from 100 to 150 
bushels per day of 24 hours. What could 
be eayed.in fruit that is now wasted would 
in a short time buy an eyaporator.—N, Y,

Preserves and Pickles, 


There is less work about putting up late 
froit than is required by the small fruits 
which claim attention earlier in the season, 
at leant as far ds preparing it for the pre- 
serving kottle. Pratt which is'to be made 
into delicious marmalades and spicy sweet 
pickles needs only to be carefully looked 
over, the perfect specimons wiped off with 
anoft towel, and the others rejected or out 
in two andall imperfections removed; but in 
the preserves, which are to tempt by their 
looks as woll as flavor, the skins and somo- 
times the core also must be removed. 

Peaches may be preserved whole, though

is romoved, but in either ease they should 
be peeled.

better to put marmalede into'small bowls. 
If putin larye jard it rombins soft,if rightly 
made, it will, when put in bowls, ome 
pertéotly solid. 

Poach and apple butter is usually made 
in a quantity and must be stirred all the 
time it is cooking. The stone is taken 
from the peaches and the core from apples, 
bu: neither are peoled. Eaough water to 
cover the bottom of the kettle well is put 
in with the feuit and half a pound of sugar 
to each pound of fruitadded. Apple butter 
should be cooked an hour and a quarter at 
Jeast,and peach batter neods a little longer 
time. 

Plums are made into butter the same 
way. 

Préservés keep best in a dry store room. 
They will do well if oly tied up, but it is 
a good plan to seal all. kinds of fruit made 
into any kind of jolly or preserve wito 
the flower paste. Every jar should have 
its appropriate label.—Mrs. Busyhand in 
our Continent.

In the summer of 1881, by virtue of an act 
of the Dominion Parliament, this portion

‘The Advotate Brace had 
been in London on some appeal ; had been 
invited by a fellow-counsel to his house; 
and had atraightway fallen a victim to the 
daughter of the fellow counsel. She 
brought no money with her, but instead,an 
enormous dowry of perfect propriety.

Fire in Trenton. 
AN OLD BHANTY BURNED AND AN OLD wo- 


MAN WAKROWLY ESOAPED BRING A Vice | 
TIM OF THE YIRE, | 


An old shanty, noarly opposite the Gil- 
bert House, has long been a source of 
annoyance to the law observing portion of 
Trenton community, as it has beon the 
soono of troubles,and contentions among its 
inmates and an object on which the wiidly 
inclined youth wore disposed to demon- 
strate their mischiovous inolinations, A 
fow week ago, ago John and Deborah 
Sohommoerhorn surveyed it their own and 
proudly looked upon its proportions, as a 
King who was poorly tixed, would onst his 
optics over his mortgaged domain. Ono 
night, the boys assembled in the vicinity 
of tho shanty and raised a terrible din. The 
old couple came out and remonstrated 
against the proceedings,but the boys made 
matters so interestingly lively that the old 
gentleman readtho riotact to them.He used 
suchforciblelanguageind oingsothat he was 
arrested by the authorities and fined. He 
then decided to removo to this olty, which 
he did. His wife was to follow,but she 
didn’t. Last night, a character known as 
‘*Maggie the Broom,” marched into the 
place, took possession and fortified it. She 
retired for the night. and soon after the 
shanty was found to be on fire, It wos 
not generally known that she was in the 
house, but the form of a human being ly- 
ing in the bed was noticed as the fire pro- 
gressed. She was removed from the 
building with diffioulty, having had a nar- 
row escape, She was burned about the 
body and arms and now suffers greatly, 
What was the origin of the fire has not 
been determined. Some attribute it to 
the old woman, who is said to be a smoker, 
while othors lay the blame on the mis- 
chievous youth of the town. The populg- 
tion, generally, aro glad that the shanty 
has been removed.

High Court of Justice. 

Vooxs. vs. Gnanp Trun« Raitway,—This 
is one of the most important cases tried dur- 
ing the sitting. Plaintiff is a horse dealer 
residing at Rondout, New York State, and 
buys extensively in this ecction, Walter 
Fanning is his local agent, On the Ist April 
last Fanning for him shipped a car load of 
horses for Prescott, The agent here told him 
to go in the freight office and make ashipping 
bill. It was then near 6 o’olook and Fanning 
went in and told hich whathe wanted, the 
freight agent sald all right and wrote one out 
ona blank, Fanning was going out when the 
agent said to sign this, Fanning said what 
for? and was told to show who the coasignor 
was. The clerk held his hand over the papor 
so that Fanning could not see what it con- 
tained when he signed it. At Maitland an 
up freight train was awaiting to cross the 
train containing this oar load of horses, which 
happened to be third from the engine. The 
driver of this train going west had ran his 
engine so near the switch that thero was not 
room for the eastern bound train to olear it, 
and the two engine? collided, tearing off each 
cylinder, but neither left the track, noc did 
the first two oars of the down train, the third 
oar was thrown down an embankment 10 feet, 
killing two horses outright, injuring two 
others so badly they could not be moved, and 
hurting all more or leas. The next day 14 of 
the horses were delivered to plaintiff at Pros - 
cott, the agent there saying the Company 
would pay the damagos, This they now refuse

‘How are the mighty fallen in the midst of 
the battls !”—2 Sam., L, 25. 

An outburst of grief and pelpgians from Da- 
vid because of the death of his dearly beloved 
friend Jonathan, at the battlo of Gilboa, but 
as appropriate an exclamation for all those 
who rd that two weeke ago,at six mioutes 
of L lock on Sabbath morning, Rey Thomas 
Guardy.pastor of the Mount Vernon Methodist 
Epizcopal Oburch of Baltimore, breathed his 
last.

Thomas Guard throw body, twiad and soul 
against those frigid conventionalitios of the 
ohurch, and they cracked and yavo way 
ander his holy impetuoaity, Eloquence is 
not attitude, it isnot gosture, it is uot voice; 
itis boing possessed with some important 
thought and making others feel ag you do. I 
wish that the young mon of our theologioal 
seminarivs oonld have hoard Thomas Guard 
prosch, Tho troubleis thatin many theo- 
logloal semioaries young mod aro tanght how 
to proach by professors, who, them«elves, 
never oduld proach. You canno more got 
people to come to ohuroh, doiag things now 
as they did a contury ago, thao you oan get 
them to disoard tho limited express train to 
Washington and go. with thostage coach. 
The old Gospel, the same Gospel from con- 
tury toconotury, bus havingits adaptation 
to each ago, What a faroais being on 
acted in‘many of the ogities. A church hold. 
ings thousand people with 250 folks in 
it, scattered around io great lonesomeness, 
and goingthere from year to year because 
it has beon'deoresd from all oteroity that 
they should go, and they somehow can- 
not help. it, Who was Thomas Guard? 
He wac a man of large oympathics. Tho 
earth could not fill him, Ho took in heaven 
as woll, All timo, all oterniby, all heights, 
all depths, all lengths, all breadths, Thor. 
ough manliness No whining out of the Gos. 
pel. No whimperiag sbout tho world as going 
to destruction whea 15 ia going to rademption; 
No patience with mon, inside or outside the 
ministry, built-onasmall soale, five feet by 
three, trying to pull others down, hoplag out 
of the debris to build themselvesup. Hating 
oant with aa much emphasis ay Thomas Car- 
lyle hated it, bat for an opposite reason; not 
aa the tigor hates the calf, bat as music hates 
discord and as the sunshine hates darkness. 
He was fall of the Gospel of good cheer, the 
gospel of gonislity, ths ygospol of practical 
help, the gospel of spriag moraing, the gospel 
of caraation, rose, and pond lily, I think that 
to him the bluomiag orvhard was a burning 
censor swiaying before the throne I think 
that to him thé sky was a gallery and the 
clouds were pictures done in water oolora, 
Groat soul, gentle soul, sympathotic soul, 
suffering sou', triumphant soul, tradscendent 
soul. I do not kaow through whioh one of 
the twelve gates 1a Heaven he entered whea 
he asconded two weeke ago; but if there ba 
one gate with larger psarl thao another and 
with hinges of more ponderous gold than ano- 
ther, and with arch more triamphal than ano- 
ther, and with waiting chariot of swifter 
wheel and snowier couraers than another, I 
think that was the gate at which Thos, Guard 
entered, 

While I consider this providenos w hich 
affects all the Christian ohuroh, I am struok 
first with the mysteries anil then with the 
allevistions. Mystery the first: Why should 
so good’a man be called eo terrifically to suffer? 
There camo all those years of domestic auxioty 
because of his wife’s invalidism, moving from 
Treland to South Afrios, for the same oause 
moving from the Atlantic coast to the Pacific 
coast, for the sams caase moving from San 
Francisco to Oakland,’ The honeymoon lasted 
from the time when at 27 years of his age he 
took ler hand at Dublin, on dowa uatil when 
four or five yéara ago he pat her away for the 
resurrestion, Ah! that husbandly affection 
is of bué poof'tibré whith lasts only while the 
eye sparkles, and the chosk has in it the flush 
ofthesunrise. Ho hald that hand as tenderly 
and as lovingly, after it was wasted and sivk, 
as when it was round, woll and strong, tho 
ardor of affection inoreasing all the way from 
Dublin to Oakland. Then oame those four or 
five years, whon at any moment be was liable 
to paroxysins of phyasival saffeting; postponing 
tho surgeon's knife until he could postpone it 
no longer ; with a nervous horror approaching 
the orisis, uatil he ha! no strength to moot it; 
passing out tolife with physiosl agonies, which 
ano‘dyne and hypérde ‘miva Jpliances only par- 
tially assusged—safforioy, sutfering. “Toll me 
why? [ cannot tell you. 1 adjouro the mya- 
tery to the day when Ridley shall have ex- 

lained to him the fiory stake, and Hugh Mo- 

all shall havo explained to him tho scaffold, 
and Margaret, the martyr Sootoh girl, shall 
have critalnedt to her the wave with whioh 
she was drownad, and Jamo§ A. Gartield shall 
haxe exolained to him tho ‘bullet, Anil that 
sufferiag woman up the dark alley shall have 
explained to hér ths oxnoxr —and tha rainbow 
of God’s bright and beautifal explanation shall 
bo hung on all thddoparted showers of earthly 

rief. 
: Mystory the second: Why should ho be 
takon at 51 yoara of ago, and at the very 
Height of his power and inflacnve? Why not 
wait until ho was wora out with old azo? 
Why, after the battories had been loated for 
& new campaign and were about to bo uolim- 
bered, must. guoner drop? Why should he 
be taken bofore this Austorlits, this Sudaa, 
this Watorloo between Lafidelity and Ohris. 
tianity is uodisoatodly settled in behalf of 
Him who is the rider on the white hors? 
Why should this foarioss and mounted onp- 
tain of the Lord’s host bo alsin while the foot 
of mauy wouk Christians are by terror buing 
shaken out of the stirrapa! Why should this 
mandio whont») rally the oburays of the 
Obristian charch we want more plumed war- 
riora ‘at the front. Itisthe last partof my 
text that sounds like tho rollof a funoral 
drum, ‘' How are tho mighty fallen in the 
midst of tho battle” Lt is as though Bluchor 
had boon slain while coming up at nightfall 
with reinforocomonts. [tis as though Garaet 
Wolseley had fallen half way botween Alox- 
andria and Tel-ol Kobir. How demoralizing 
to havethe ridorloss hora» of a chieftain 
oareering and saortiog across the battle 
plain. Woy was it when Thomas Guard had 
gathered up so muoh kaowledge and 6» mach 
experience, he should be taken away just as 
his best work was about to be dono? Toll 
moe. I cannot tall you. I adjourn that mys- 
tory to that day When wo shall find out why 
Honry Kirk White oxplrod at 21 years of 
ago, jast as ho was giving iatimatioa to tho 
Christian charoh that ho had In him tho song 
powor of Isaac WWVatts aod Oharlos Wosloy, 
writing with hfs boyish hand ; 


Whon marshaled on the nightly plain, 
The glittering hosts bestarred the sky ;

6d his oyolopw lia of biblical, theological and 
ocolosiastioal litorataco; aad until the day 
whon wosball kaow why last yoar, at 57 
yoars of ago, William Morluy Panoshon olosod 
his lips forever, while oo his ahouldor, rostod 
tho intorests of sho Kaglish Missionary So- 
| olety, and thore wre not #0 many words of 
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firo waiting for him to spoak ; yoa, until that 
day whon we shall find why Bosthoven was 
struck with complote doafaoss that ho could 
not hear tho loudest organ orash rendering 
his own masio, and that day whon wo shall 
find out why so many authors nover finished 
their manusoripts, and why #0 many artists 
dropped thoir poncils jast as they wore mak- 
ing tho outline of a groat mantorplooo, and 
why e0 many poots stopped rai lway tho 
rythm, ani why so many bright ~ days 
halted at noon,» O! yes, it was with 
Thomas Guard 12 o’olook morldian The 
olock of his lifo struok 1 at Galway, struck 9 
at South Afrios, struck 10 at San Franoisoo 
struck 11 at Oakland, struck 12 at Baltimoro, 
High noon andthe sun eclipsed. But that 
lavt, word, thank God, passes us on from the 
shadow of myatery into tho glorious allovia- 
tion of this providenco, Kolipsed, not ox- 
tingaished ; something rolled botwoon us and 
him, doing n0 damaye td him, When Jupi- 
tor hides ono of his satellites it is ooculta- 
tion, No one has any ides that the satallite

Shall we have roviyals of religion in 
eur charches and Thomas Guard not j>in io 
the hallelujah? Shall there come a great 
Armageddon in whioh all the good are on one 
side and all the bad on theother side? Earth 
and hell and heaven drawn out in battle array 
and the gallant spirit just ascended not mingle 
in the fight? Not draw his sword? Not lift 
hia battle shout ? passing on the fatiguoless 
service! Perhaps he will preach the gospel to 
some other world that needsa Saviour, Per- 
haps ho will carry quick dispatches from the 
Throne of God to some empire of which the 
stronge)t telescope has yot made no revelation, 
Perhaps he will take a special part in the 
chorals before the throne, Perhaps he will 
help compose some now doxdlogy for the blest, 
Perhaps he will tell, while all the gallerios of 
light listen, of that grace which strengthened 
him throug all the earthly struggle, the olos- 
ing words of his recital drowned out by the 
outburat of minatrolsy that can halt no long- 
er, the surges dashing to tho tops of tho 
throne, while the arohangol rising, boats time 
with his soeptre, 

When ao good man was dying ho said ho saw 
written on tho sky threo letters, and thoy 
were all alike, The lotter ‘‘V.” Some one 
said to this man dying what bo thought the 
letter “‘V" was for.

It used 
to hold that the consumer paid the duty— 
it does so yet, so far as regards this side of 
the line, True, in 1875 it for a short time 
professed to favor protection, arguing that 
home competition regulated prices, but 
that was only a passing heresy. It used 
to join with the Cobden Olub in decrying 
protection as well for Oanada as for the 
United States, It still shouts for free trade 
and declares that the Canadian consume 
pays the duty on coal imported from the 
United States. And yet it affects to belleve 
that a high tariff has no effect upon the 
prices of articles imported into the Uuited 
States, whereas it has always preached the 
contrary | 

The N. P. will withstand many such as- 
saults as that above noted without damage ;

| St. Johns of tho Hon, Mackensio Bowell, 


Minister of Customs, a fow friondsa got 
hastily togother and tendered him an im- 
promptu banquet at Monnotto's Hotol, Inst 
Thureday evoning, Although tho affair 
was gotten up on a couple of houra notice, 
a moat oredilable bill of face was proaouted 
and « most enjoyable oyouing was spent, 
Mr. D. Macdonald presided and Mosars, J. 
P. Oareeau aud EB. KR. Smith, acted as orou- 
piors, Among othors prosent were Mosars. 
L. G, Macdonald, lL. B. Futvoyo, E. Ques- 
nel, KE. Marchand, W. A. Marchand, R, O 
Montgomorio, De, Howard, W. L. Marler, 


G. Li Wilkinson, Ll, Guillot, J. H. Prame 
(Montreal), J. Ogdon (Philadelphia), A. J.

He showed that in face of largely 
increased consumption of numerous lines 
of staple merchandise, the importations of 
these goods were ateadily decreasing, and 
that our domestic manufacturers were in 
consequence greatly augmenting their out- 
put. And yet, in most cases there was no 
increase in price, and in some, such as 
woollen and some cotton goods, an actual 
decrease. Mr. Bowell was warm in his 
praise of the enterprise of the people of 
this section of the country, which he was 
now yisiting for the firat time, and he com- 
mended most heartily the good feeling ex- 
isting between French and English citizens 
—though differeut in race, creed and 
language—yet now possessing a common 
nationality and having a joint interest in 
the development of this great country. 
The Honorable Minister was frequently ap- 
plauded during the course of his remarks. 
He concluded by proposing the prosperity 
of the town of St. Johns, coupled with the 
name of Mr, J, P, Carreau, ex-mayor. Mr, 
O. replied in his usual happy vein. Other 
toasts and sentiments followed and the 
pleasant gathering was not broken up till a 
late hour,

FRANOE 


IN AFRIOA BY 


RECENT ANNEXATIONS FOLLOWING TRE TRANA- 
SAHAKA RAILKOAD PAROJEOL—PENETRATING 
TO NEAR STANLEY'S STATION ON THE CONGO 


Letter to the London Times, 

At the presont rate the French will soon 
havo half Africa andor their ** protection ”’ 
Events in Tanis are stil frosh in our momor- 
ies, and then they beganin much the, same 
Way a8 they had just beganin Madagascar. 
The gravdoise schemes of annexation in con- 
nection with the disastrous trans-Sahsran 
railway projoot may be remembored ; nothing 
leas was talked of than th» aoquisition of the 
whole rogion hotwoen Timbuctoo and Algoria, 
Indeed, part of the stupeadous sohomo has 
actually been acoomplished by the annexation 
of all that territory lying. betwoon the Sonoe- 
gambian colonies and the Upper Nile. True, 
the states into which this regionis divided 
havo only been persusded to plave thembelvos 
under the *‘ proteotion” of Franoo by a formal 
treaty. but every one except thore most noarly 
concerned knows what this ultimately comes 
to, The objoot of this protective anrexation 
is tho tapping of the Niger trade by the con- 
struction of a railway from the Uppor Nigor 
to the Senogal, and the condition of ‘*proteo- 
tion” is that none but French are to be allow- 
ed to trade in all that region. But one of the 
most remarkable insts« ; of the line of oon- 
duot referred to is to bu found inthe rodent 
action of M Savorgnan de Brazza on tho Lowor 
Cougo, Weall know from Mr, Stanley the 
vast importance of the Middle and Upper 
Congo as a waterway into one of the richest 
regions of Central Africa; but we also know 
lower course of the river fa 
obstructed for a long distance by an 
impassable series of oataracts, It is to over- 
comé this obstruction that Mr. Stanloy has 
been laboring for the last throo years under 
the patronage of the king of Belgium, and 
ashe is nowia Europe we shall soon pro- 
bably have full details of his work from 
himeelf. He has already made great progress 
in the construction of a road by which goods 
can by conveyed between the navigable parts 
of the great river. At the present rate, how- 
ever, it will be long before the rood is ready 
for traffic, and whether it wil ever acodmplish 
the great object which ite undertakers have in 
view is much doubted by those familiar with 
all the conditions. 

Meantime, the French, from their colony 
on the Gaboon, about 300 miles north of the 
mouth of the Congo, have been making 
strenuous efforts to: explore the interior by 
means of the river Ogove, the delta of which 
lies about forty miles south of the Gaboon. 
French explorers have done good service by 
tracing this river to its source, about 60 miles 
west ofthe Lower Congo, The Alima, a 
western tributary of the Congo, rises quite 
close to the upper course of the Ogove, and it 
would cost little ia labor or money to conatruct 
a road or a railway between the two. One of 
the most active explorers.in this onjis M, 
de Brazza, who has been several times up the 
Ogove., Lfe has just returned from his last 
journeying, in which he reached the Congo 
just above Mr, Stantoy’s principal ‘station. 
About the result of his last journey he has 
been telling enthusiastic Fronoh audiences in 
the usual glowing terms. Daring 1880-82 M. 
de Brazzatwice ascended the Ogove. He 
succeeded in obtaining more than the good 
will of the ohiefs between the Upper Ogove 
and the Congo, Onthe former he founded a 
new French station, Franceville, which has 
since been under the charge of another French 
explorer, who, M. de Brazza tells us, has 
succeeded in cultivatiug many Europeau vege- 
tables. Tho Kronch fisg, of course, wavos over 
the new Frenoh station, and of ocourae, is 
recognized by the natives as tho ‘‘symbol of 
peace and protection.”” Prooeeding further 
along the,course of the river Lefini (the Lawson 
of Stanley) M, de Brazzs mado friends with a 
chief who claims the reght of dominion over a 
large extent of the right bank of the Congo. 
Not only so, but he persuaded this chief to 
agree to a formal treaty by which the latter 
placed himaclf under the ‘‘protection” of 
Wranoe, The Frenoh flag was hoisted over 
the native ‘‘Tuileries” (as M. de Brazza calls 
the kraal of this ohlef), and homage was done 
to the great white chief beyond the seas” 
Cession was made of certain lands on the 
lower Congo, sadjon tho, weat side of Staale 
Pool M. de Brazza founded another Frono 
station, to whioh his admiring couatrymen 
haye given the name of Brazzaville, Oo a 
subsequent j urney, concluded in the sammer 
of this year, M, de Blazzs mae further ex- 
plorations north and south of Francoeyille, 
seeking for a navigable waterway by which 
the commerce of the Congo could be tapped 
and diverted from its natural outlet by the 
mouth of the river itself, Striking soath 
from the source of the Ogove ho traversed tho 

lateau between that acd the coast discover- 
ing a fertile country abounding in copper and 
lead and a fine waterway, the Niari, which 
discharges only sixty miles to the north of 
Congo. By virtue then of boing tho first to 
visit this rogion, and of the treaty of proteo- 
tion which the contiding chief was persuaded 
to agree to, M. de Brazzs olaime for France a 
right over all the region lying between the 
lower Congo, the coast and the Ogove The 
rogion itself might be made an imporiant 
field for trade, but the groat valuo of thie 
annoxation, as M. de Brazes vonsidors it, is 
that by moans of its navigable rivers the 
trade of the Congo may be tapped, Mr. 
Stanley and the kiag of the Belgians chook- 
mated and the namerous fastories of various 
nationalities at. the mouth of the Congo 
atarved out. M. de Brazzs speska of course 
in the most magailoqueat terms of the valao 
of his conquest ; he evideatly bolioves that 
by his action no other nation has any right to 
sottle or trade io this wild region except tho 
Frenoh, and that if only a railway, a short 
one, could be conatracted between a tribatary 
of the Congo, and one of his now rivors tho 
fortune of France would be made io this 


region,

This policy was acquiesced in by the Grit 
press, therefore it does not lie with them to 
advocate a different policy now, and it will 
be well for the people of Manitoba to pon- 
der well before they act upon the counsel 
of such adyisers—advisera whose counsel 
led to the rebellion of 1870-1, with all its 
attendant horrors, aud which delayed the 
progress of the country for at least five 
years.

TORTURING A MISERTO TELL WHERE HIS WEALTH

OIL BORING EXCITEMENT AT BEETON, 


A Saturday's Beeton (Unt.) despatch 
says: The oil excitement hero is extending 
to such an extent that all other matters 
both public and private are made subser- 
vient to it.

Storing Turnips 


Of all roote perhaps the tarnip is the most 
impationt of heat. It starts “to grow oa the 
slightest provocation, Ina collar of not over 
forty degrees one may find it growing freely, 
after an incarceration of but a few weoks, It 
is growth whigh is the great enemy of presere 
vation, and it is, heat which excites growth. 
There is a natural heat in roots when put io 
a heap; 8 little heat from one robt aud a lit- 
tle more from another soon makes a protty 
high degree; but in the open field this is car- 
ried off by tho open air, Under cover this 
natural heat is not carried off; it accumulates, 
the roots sprout aud thus give off tore heat, 
acd thus become a turnip stew. Turuips, in- 
deed, do not mind a litsle frost, If put in 
small lots in stalls where the fr.at could get 
at them, and covered with straw to provent 
rapid thawing, they would keep better than 
if covered with earth, whioh rather serves, as 
we haye seen, to collect tho heat. Keep in 
viow the fact that heat is moro likely to injare 
them than oold, and a very low degree at tha’. 


Comfortable Barns Save Food 


Comfortable barns save fodder and at the 
same time promote the growth and thrifs of 
the stock, Cattle kept in warm barna re- 
quire less food to keep up the temperature of 
their bodies that do those which are kept in 
cold ones, The temperature of the body 
must be maintained at its normal position, 
that of ninety-esight degrees, If the surround. 
ing temperature is down to zero it is evident 
that there must be a great loss of heat from 
the animal Everyone knows that if the 
animal were killed the temperature would fall 
to nearly the same degree as that of. the 
wurrounding air, yet the loss of temperature 
which would then take place iv no more rapid 
than is oanstantly going on from the body of 
the living animal. This great loss of heat has 
to be supplied by the burning up in the ays- 
tem of some of the food taken in the fat of 
the body, Lf the animal is exposed to a very 
low temperature it will require nearly all the 
food ordinarily eaten to keep it trom freezing, 
This is a method of keeping cattle warm that 
does not pay. It is far more protitable to pro- 
vide warm barfs to keep the cattle warm and 
allow the food to be transferred into flesh or 
milk, Farmers are realizing the truth of this 
and are making barns warmer than they were 
accustomed to formerly. 


Sugar Beets for Stock. 


~-The-cultivation-of the sugar-beet-for foed- 
ing to cattle is not yet very widely practiced, 
Farmers Want theirlaod for “money” orops, 
especially if the mortgage on the farm rests 
heavily, and probably they are right. Bat, 
then, not all farmera are so situated. Sngar 
beets furnieh an excellent supplementary 
food—a sort of dessert, as it were. They im- 
part an agresable flavor to the milk and in- 
crease it in quantity, and make a good fat- 
tening ration, if fed with meal, bran or corn. 
To show the comparative feeding values of 
onger beets and olover hay, the following is 
submitted ; one acre of Jand, under the best 
condition, will yield two tons and a half of 
clover hay, and one acre of sugar beets will 
average ten tons weight. By avalysis and 
experiment, which we have no room for here,

Can we not put the matter to practical test 
more extensively in this country ? 


Regular Care of Cows. 


In summer the farmer has not much trou- 
ble about feeding his cows, except in rare in 
atances, when it becomes necessary to soil, 
and then the farmer oan easily see the neces. 
sity of feediog at the same hour each day, 
giving a like quantity to each feeding—not 
feeding in the morning of one dayand the 
afternoon of the next, not feeding one day aud 
missing the next, or giving a half ration one 
time and » surfeit the next. Several farmers 
of my acquaintance have remarked that when 
cows are soiled, they look for the extra feod 
and do not greze as well as before. This is 
very much aggravated by the manner of feed- 
{og. If the cows are fed at evening each day, 
and have access to water during the day, they 
will do the best they oan on the pasture, and 
the feed they get at night is so much extra 

There are many pastures not supplied with 
water, and the only means that stook havo of 
quenching thirst is by drinking in the yard 
at night and morning. A groat many farmers 
make the mistake of thioking that if tbo 
stook have froo access to water at night and 
morning, their duty to their cattle has been 
done in this respect, I have found that cows 
do much better when haying acocss to water 
in the pasture. Ia order that cows should do 
their best at the pail they must be kept quiet 
and contented, © cow will do well when 
she is sufforing from thirst for at least half of 
the time. With free s:cess to water during 
the day cows will drink only a amall quantity 
at a time, feed awhio and again drink, They 
do this many times during the day, and do 

ster in consequence. Stock that have been 
deprived of water during the day drink large 
quantities when they come tothe yard at 
night. The cows come to the pasture gate 
three or four hours too soon in the afternoon, 
pesply because thore is no water in the pau- 
ure 
In one other particular it pays to be r 


as much as two hours from tho,reguler hour of 
milking and on Sundays oven more, This is 
unwise, and an injary to thedairy. Cows 
should be milked at the same hour every day, 
aad as nearly as possible at times equi-diatant 
apart in tho day. A dairy of good cows 
should have plenty of sweet, nutritious food, 
free access to water in the pasture at all 
hours, a fow shade trees in the pasture and 
ro,ularity in milking. Lhe farmer who doos 
all this well, oortaicly has iatelligence enough 
to attend properly to othor dotaile and make 
his dairy pay him « good profit.—J’, K, More.

was ontiroly omitted, the animals getting the 
daily sheaf of fodder ia tho yard as previously, 
and straw, if thoy wantod it Tho exporiment 
was oarricd through the soasou, much to the 
satisfaction of the operator, The cattle throve 
better than any ho had over fed, and tho hay 
they would have consumed under tho old 
system netted him $200, in addition to paying 
for the millefeed at tho high price of last 
yoar, é 

He intends continuing the experiment this 
year with twive the number of stoors. If the 
result be as good, or nearly as good, as that 
of last year he will be entirely satirfied that 
the cheap method of using tho rough fodder, 
with a small regular daily ration of oonoen- 
trated food, is much preferable to the old 
method of feeding up the hay, and will make 
about as good manure, Tho manure part of 
the problem is not settled, but it oannot vary 

reatly from that made from hay alone, This 
ate is bat one of many that’ have come 
under my obsoryation, But none of tho oth-

TABERNAGLE SERMONS. 


Discourse by Rey. T. De Witt Tal- 
mage. 


CORN HUSKING TIME. 


Asa shock of corn cometh in in his season, — 
ob v., 26. 

Going at ths rate of forty miles tho hour 
last Wednesday, I caught this sermon. If 
you have recontly been in the fields of Penn- 
sylvanis, or New Jersey, or New York, or 
Now England, orin any of the country dis- 
tricts, you know that the cornois allout. The 
sharp knife struck through the stalks and 
left them all along the fields until a man came 
with a bundle of straw aud twisted afew of 
these wisps into a band, and then gotheriog 
up as much of the corn as he ooald compass 
with his arms, he bound it with this withe of 


straw, aud then stood itin the field in what 


is called a stock, It is estimated that thero 
are now at least two billion bushels of coro 
either standing ia the stook or have been al- 
ready husked. In the latter part of this 
month or next month the farmers will gather 
one day on one farm and then another day on 
another farm, and they will put on their 

bh ho apron, and they will take the 
h ae which is a pleco of iron with a 
lathern oop fastened to the hand, and with 
it they unsheath the corn from_ the husk and 
toss it into the golden heap,’ Then the wag- 
gons will come slong and take 15 tothe oorn 
crib. How vividly t> all those of'us who 
were born in the oountry comes the remem- 
brance of husking time. We waited for it aa 
for the gala day of the year. It was called a 
frolic. The trees having for the most part 
shed their foliage, the farmers waded through 
the fallen leaves and camo through the keen 
morning air tothe gleoful company. The 
frosts whioh had silysred overythicg during 
the night began to melt off of the top of tho 
corn stecks.. While the farmers were waiting 
for others, they siood blowlog their breath 
through their fingers or thrashiag their arms 
around their body to keep up warmth of oir- 
culation. Roaring mirth greeted the late far- 
mer as ho crawled over the fence. Jokes and 
repartee and rustic salutation abounded. All 
ready, now! The mon take hold of the shook 
of gorn and hurl it prostrate, while the moles 
and mice which have secreted themselves 
there for warmth attempt to escape. Tho 
withe of straw is aawoundfrom the corn 
shook, and the stalks, heavy wita the wealth 
of grain, aro rolled into two bundles, between 
which tho husker sitsdown, The huskin 
peg is thrust in until it strikes the corn, an 
then the fingers rip off the sheathing of the 
ear, and there is aorack as the root of the 
corn is anspped off from the husk, and the 
grain disimprisoned, is hurled up into the 
sunlight he air is 60 tonlo, the work is so 
exhilarating, the company is so blithe that 
some laugh, and some shout and some sing, 
and some banter, and somo’ tease a neighbor 
for aromantio ride along the edge of the 
woods in eventide in a carriage that holds but 
two, and some prophoay as to the numbor of 
bushels to the field, and othera go. iato oom- 
petition as to which shall riflo the most ocora 
shooks before sundown. After a while tho 
dinner horn sounds from the farm house and 
the table is surrounded by a group of jolly 
and hungry men. From all the pantries and 
cellara and porches of fowl on the place the 
richest daintles como, and there is oarpival 
and neighborhood reunion, anda recone which 
fille our momory, part with emiles. bat moro 
with tears, as we remombor that the farm 
belongs now to other owners, and other hands 
gather in tho fields, and many of those who 
mingled in that merry husking sceno have 
themsolves boon reaped “like as a shook of 
corn cometh in in his, season.” 

There iss great difference of opinion as to 
whether the Orientals know anything about 
the oora as it stands in our ficlds; but recont 
discoverers have found out that tho anciont 
Hobrows knew all about Indisn maiz, for 
there have been grains of tho corn picked up 
outof ancient orypts and oxhumed from 
hiding places where they wore put down 
many centuries ago, and they havo boon 
apres in our time and have come up just such 

ndian maizo ae re ralso in Now York and 
Ohio ; a0 I am right when I aay that my text 
may rofor to » shock of corn just as you and I 
bound it, jdet sa you and I throw it, just as 
youand! husked{t, Thore may come somo 
practical and asefal and comforting lessons to 
all our souls, whilo we think of coming in at

The experiment of instructing the Indians 

of the North-west in agriculture, and of 
educating them—of transforming them from 
the savagery inseparable from their condi- 
tion of rovers of the plain or denizens of 
the woods ,dependent upon the wild animals 
and fish of that vast reyion—has been one 
of the objects of the present Government. 
Of course the Opposition press prophesied 
failure, but although the task has proved 
to be one of extreme diffioulty, and has 
been but fairly begun, the indications 
are that it will be successfully accom- 
plished, and that within a very fow years. 
For this fact we are indebted to the Battle- 
ford Herald, which journal, in its issue of 
the 14th ult.,gives the following interesting 
reviow of the work done, the importance of 
which statement warrants its transfer bodily 
to our columns :

The Canadian Canalis, 


(From the Monetary Times.) 


The canal system of Cansda,oooupying asit 
doors, an important relation tothe carryiog 
trade of this continent, merits attention, 

‘The River St. Lawronoe, with tho system of 
canals ostablished on ita course aboye Mont- 
real, a d tho l:kes of Ontario, Erie, St, Clair, 
Huron and Suporior, provide, says the report 
of Sir Charlea Tapper, asystom of navigation 
which extends from the Straits of Bollo-Islo 
to Thander Bay to Daluth,at the head of Lake 
Superior, a distance of 2,354 statute miles, 
The difference in level botwoon Lake Suporior 
and Three Rivers, Que, where tidal ioflaonce 
corscs, is about 600 fect. Petwren Lake 
Superior and Huron is the Sault Ste Marie 
canal, built by the United States, whose look 
lifts 18 fevt. “All the remaining oanal navi- 
gation via tho St. Lawronos to the sea, is 
provided by Canada, whose canals const ucted 
besween Montreal and Lake Erie, overcome, 
by thoir locks, a height of 533} feet, Tocse 
aro tho Lachine, Bostharnois, Cornwall, Far- 
ran’s Point, Rapide Plat, Galops and Welland. 
Their aggregate length is 70} milos ; number 
of looks, 53, 

From the table on pago 152 of the report for 
1851 of the Minister of Railways and Canals, 
we obtain a very satisfactory statement of 
distances, thus: ‘

Of these 2,284 miles from Lake Superior to 
the straits of Belle-ifle, 71 miles aro artificial 
navigation, and 2,313 op»n navigation. From 
these straitsto Liverpool is a distance ’ of 
2,231 statute miles, mskiog tu all 5,615 miles 
from asy Daluth to Liverpool. 

The size of the locks on the Rapid Plat, 
Farran’s Point, and Galops Csnals (»olleotive- 
ly known as the Williamsburg Canals) is 200 
feet in length by 45 in width, with 9 feet 
water on the sills, and the lookage in all 313 
feet, six looks, The group of oanals has a 
breadth of 90 feet at the surface of the water 
and 60 feet on the bottom of the canal; The 
Beanharnois Canal has nine Incks, 200x45 feet 
each, with a total rise, or lockage of 824 feet, 
overcoming the Cascades, Cedars aod Uoteau 
rapiié. This also has 9 fect of water on the 
sil's, Its breadth on the bottom is 80 feet 
and at the surface 170, In the Cornwall 
Canal, which is beiog enlarged, there are 7 
locks, five 220 by 45 feet, and two 270 by 45 
feet, whose rise is 43 fect and depth 9 to 14 
feet of water. This canal overcomes the 
Long Sault Rapids and the Willismaburg 
group of Galops, [roquis, Cardinal, and Far- 
ran’s Point Rapids. Upon the old Lachine 
Canal, the looks, five in nnmber, were of the 
same dimensions as those firat named, having 
a total rise of 442 fost, and reaching past the 
St. Louisa rapids, The bottom breadth was 80 
feet and the surface breadth 120 feet, The 
soheme of enlargement gives the two new 
looks at Montreal a depth of 18 feet, and tho 
three to the westward 14 feet, their dimen- 
sions being 270 by 45. Tho canal itself to be 
15 feet coop, and 150 feet wide; but the 


‘| prism from Cote St. Paul to the Harbor of 


Montreal 200 feet wide by 19 feet deep. So 
mooch for the Lower St. Lawrence canals. 

A channel is under contract, we should 
have said, whereby through submarine ‘blast- 
ing at the Galops rapid+, a dopth of 16 to 17 
fest will be a\tained for a distance of 200 feet 
in width, 

The new lino of the Welland Cans] from 
Port Dalhousie on Lake Ontario, to Port Ool- 
borne on Lake Erie, has a total rivé or lookage 
of 3263 feet, by 25 lift looks anil tidal took, 
Tho dimousions of the lift looks are 270 fect 
by 45, the present depth 12 feet, and tho con- 
templated depth 14 feet. Tho summit lovel 
of the oanal having boon lowored to that of 
Lake Erie, a regular sapply.of water may at 
all times bo had. 

This completys ths chain of our canals on 
the St. Lawrence line, and it is the object of 
the Goyeromont to make the whole route fit 
for vessela of 12 to 14 feot draught of water, 
just as it has been the aim, now happily at 
tained, of the Harbor Commission of Montreal 


‘| to offer a twenty-five feot channel from the 


sea and a twonty-five foe harbor, to occan- 
going craft, 

Thoagh not eqnal in oxtent or general im- 
portanow to the other, the navigable route be- 
tween Montreal and Ottawa, and from that 
capital to Kingston, a total of 246} miles, af- 
fords space fora largetraffio. Apart from the 
Lachine Canal, thore aro 59 looks with a lock- 
age of 5334 foot within thix distance, ropre- 
sonted by the St Ann's Look and piers, the 
Carillon, the Chute a Blondeau, the Grenville, 
and the Rideau canals. These had all boon 
shallower works and with amallor looks than 
the St. Lawrenoe serios, but new works are in 

rogross whioh will give nino foot of water in 
ooks 45x 200 foot. On the Ridoan oanal 
system, thoro is 282 foot lift from Ottawa to

158 miles of the distance from Trenton to 
Sougog, is available for 
light draft yoasola, Tho Marray Canal, oon 
necting the Bay of Qainte with Lake Ontario 
noar Trenton, has been authorized and la being 
proceeded with. We oonolute with tho St, 
Potor’s Canal connooting St Potera Bay, _on 
the Atlantic, with the Bras d'Or Lakoa of Capo 
Broton, Nova Sootia, over aa isthmus half o 
mile avross, Its broadth is 55 foot, dopth 15 
foot and tho look is 43 by 200 foot.

DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE, '

To His Excellency the Governor-General in

The underslgaed has the honor to report : 

That the ocoutraot dated October, 21, 1880, 
made between the Goveramont of Canada and 
the Oanadian Pacific Railway Oompany ocon- 
tained the following olause, 

“15! For twehty years from the date hereof 
‘*no line of railway shall be authorised by the 
‘Dominton® Parliamsat to constructed 
‘south of thé Uanadian Pacifio Railway from 


‘any point at’ or ear the Canadian 
1‘ Paclfico Railway except such “line as 
‘‘shall ran south west, or to ‘the 


‘‘woatward of south west, nor to within 15 
‘miles of latitude 49,aud in the establishment 
“of any new Provinoe ir the North West Ter: 


“ritories, provision shall be made for contiau-" 
‘ing such prohibition after such establishmont

This contract was approved and ratified by 
Parliament by an Act assdnted to on the 15th 
day of February 1881, and the action of the 
Government in regard to the direction and 
limita of Railway oonstraotion in the territo- 
riés of the Dominion became part of the legia~ 
lation of Parliament and of the settled policy 
of the country.

The polioy of the Government thas oon- 
firmed by Parliament and acquicsoel in by 
legislation in thé Provinoo of Mauitobs, is in. 
touted to prevent the diversion of tho traffiy 
of the North Wess Territories to tho railway 
syatem of the United States, and to endoavor 
by all means possible to secare it to Oansdian 
railways. 

Two Acts in addition to ono already dis- 
allowed were passed by tho Logislataro of 
Manitoba in the Sessio: of 1881, and one in 
the Seesion of 1882, whioh are in ornfilot with 
the suttlet polioy above referral to, 

By 44 Victoria, ohapter 28 (1881 Manitoba), 
intituled ‘* An Aobt to incorporate the Mani- 
toba Tramway Company " powor is given to 
the corporators to construct and Operate ohoap 
iron or wooden tramways along all or any of 
the public highwayae of the Provinos, having 
first secured the convent of tho Manisipslity 
withia which tho said publio highway Is situ- 
ato. 

By Seotion 15, Sub-seotion te is givon 
to make, complote, altor and kop in repair 
tho tramway with one or moro sets of rails or 
tracks to be worked by tho foros and powor of 
atoam, or of tho atmosphoro, or of an mals or 
by mechanival powdr of by any combination of 
thom, the corporatora having substantially the 
powor to build and opon a railway. ;

Disallowance in Manitoba, 


(From the Montreal Herald, Nov. 20 ) 


Our telegrams and oxvhanges have lattorly 
been charged with reforences to. and oom 
monts apono, the disallowance by the Federal 
authority of sevoral railway bills passed by 
tho Legislature of Manitoba, We have boon 
told that the expressed determination of ‘the 
Promior, Mr. Norquay, to re-onact the bills 
that had boon ia this way disposed of, thus 
sotting tho Ottawa Governmont at doti- 
ance, wasthe only thing which he oould do 
under the oiroumstances, while, almost with 
thesame breath, wore instructed by Mr, 
Groenway of o similar mode of procedure was 
little short of rebollion, It is almost needless 
to romark that tho papors which thus de. 
liverod themselves were, in the province, the 
organs of Mr, Norquay, and in matters Domi- 
nion, exponents of the views of the First 
Dominion Ministor. It is by no moans an 
easy matter, ualoss we hark baok a listle, for 
ud of the older provinces to properly appreciate 
tho situation. Under ordiaary circumstances 
we might be inclined to take exception to ths 
disallow&noos, on the score of an uoduo iatore 
forence with provincial rights and preroga- 
‘ives; bat, in this oase there are poouliarities 
which, when we oonsider them, seem to show 
how grave aro the complications and how 
hard it is to judge of them by the oocur. ences 
aa they daily happen, Manitoba and 
the adjxoont torritorles were not inaptly, ia

‘| view of what we,had I»srned of them, dos- 


cribed as a howling wil | r .eas, fitted for but 
little than the haunt of nuators and tho trad. 
ing posteef tho Hudson Bay Company. In 
consequence of this misapprehension, which 
has been fally exposed by subsequent devel- 
opments, it beoame a mattor of extreme diffi. 
culty. to seoure the communication with the 
world outside that, fortunately for it, is now 
being supplied; Indeed, had it not been for 
the p. ospeos of the railway, ort Garry would 
have now stood solitary and almost a'one ia 
the place ocoupied by the flourishing city of 
Winnipeg. The handful of French and Scotoh 
settlers, with their half-breed progeny, would, 
without. this project, with the exception of 
the native Iodians, have been the sole dwellors 
upon ite now produotive svil; ani ‘ buried 
alive” would have boen the Yerdiot we should 
have been inclinod to retarh with respect to 
those who had gone to reside there. Bat far 
more than the highest anticipations haye, so 
far, been realized with respoot to our North. 
West, and already, if we have not built upa 
Chicag» on onr prairies, we have established 
considerably more than a Duluth, with wheat 
fields surrounding even more promising than 
those of the far famed Misnesota. Tho 
prospect of the Oansdian Pagifio Railway laid 
tho foundations forall this, and upon that 
prospect, andia presence of its progress, the 
advance has boen made. The C ian Paol. 
tio Railway was, moreover, pot a provincial 
work; it was 4 Dominion undertaking, design. 
ed, notfor the sole benefit of Manitoba and 
British Oolumbis, but in the interest of the 
whole of the provinoes of which it was expected 
to bea bond of .union far more substantial 
than anything else that could be devised. It 
was regarded as the means of uniting them by 
the ties of self-interest, those of inter-provin- 
cial trade. As such it was generally looked 
upon, and as such, we doubt uot,the contract 
by the terms of which it was conetracted was 
adopted as its own by both Houses of Parlia- 
ment, That contract gave the then Syndicate, 
for aterm of yeats, what was practically a 
monopoly. Monopoly as it was, with all its 
powers, prerogatives and privileges, that 
contract became the: law of the land, without 
avoice being ralsedin dissent by even the 
members from that Proyinos which is so loadly 
declaiming of the wrong that has heen dane 
it, Indeed, it is a notorfous tact that 
Manitoba's representatives in tho Fedoral 
House would listen to no amendment, 
Why, sentas they were to advance and 
safoguard the ooucerns of Manitoba, did 
they not object to the clause relieving the 
Canadian Pacific Railway of all possible oppo- 
sition for a term of years? The full vision of 
the railway manifestly shut out from thoir 
view all that to which they sre now so vigor- 
ously objecting, Bat, without that saving 
and now objectionable clause, it is easy to see 
that the railway would not have been under. 
taken by tho Company which is now ao rapid. 
ly proceeding with ita work. During tho 
entire discussion the Manitobana never com- 
plained that the provisions of the Bill were 
calculated to interfere with their provincial 
rights ; nor, so faras we koow, have they 
until recently drawn attontion to this most 
important provision of the Oanadian Pacifio 
Railway Act, Without that olauso the world 
knows, that the Company would not have 
undertaken to build the road and the prairie 
provinoials knew that, and the agitation 
which they have now inaugurated is nothing 
more nor leas than an evidence of bad faith, 
now that the construction of the railway'is 
almost as good as assured, But, as the old 
sayiog has it, there are slips between 
the oup and the lip, and it might— 
though it is improbable—aven yet be possible 
for them to fadanger the oarrying outin its 
ontiroly of the undertaking. The pradonoo 
that is evidenced in their bad faithis that 
they have remainod quiet until, so far as they 
themselves are concerned, the railway has 
supplied them with the faoilities that were 
neovssary. Manitoba of the first part is now 
ready to tell the partios of the seoond part 
that haying obtained what she requires, it is 
impossible for her to disallow tho contract to 
proceed, to which she and hor representatives 
assonted, because, forsooth, itis unoconstitu« 
tional. Wero a caso parallel to this t>» ooour 
in ordiaary busiooss life, how would the pro- 
bity of the parties who so mado default be 
considered? Would it not be said that thoy 
had “obtained their goods uador false pre: 
tonces? We should be sorry to bs oompolled 
to esteem our sister provinciala in this maa- 
ner, Yot, such is the rating whioh thoy ap- 
poar to be desirous of haying put upon thom, 
But, oven if Manitoba should say that sho has 
no responsibility, thoro are others who havo 
and will have something, not only to say, 
but to do. Faith with tho railway oom- 
pany matt bo kopt, and tho legal as 
woll as moral obligation ontored iato with 
thom must bo observed. To leave British 
Columbia out of the question, the older pro- 
vinoos aro immonsely intercsated and concern. 
od ip this object. It wauthoy who acqairod 
Manitoba and tho North-West Territorios. 
It is thoy who havo is and aro paying tho 
purchase money to the Hadson Bay Company 
and the subsides to the ‘Iadians whom thoy 
havo dispossessed. They, too, havo built the 
railway and oponod up the ooantry, giving It 
a future and doiog for it, in a fow yoars,moro 
than could have been accomplished in a oon. 
tury without it, Thoie idoa was not morely 
the sontimental ono of increasing tho limits 
os the Confedoration, It was their intention 
and dosire to promote inter eorond au woll 
as foroign trado. Tho Canadian Pacitic was to 
bo the high road to the East, having as ite 
Atlantio termious the port of Montroal. F or 
those reasona wo in this city ant this province 
cannot look idly on tho ovents that aro pass 
ing in Manitoba. ‘Tho pooplo insist upoo tho 
oomplotion of this gigantic ontorpriao, Pro: 
viaolal honor domands that tho Prairio pro. 
vinoo act up to an agroomont to whiob, by ite 
ropresontativos, it was a party. Oonneey:

money. Septembers are cortainly held firm at 
1220., and although tho wale is slow, the stock 
is in strong hands and oan not be had lower. 
For tho week ending Thursday,November 16, 
tho «xports from Now York were 617,035 bs. 
while for the same wook the Montreal export! 
wore 1,640,717 Ibs,, or nearly 24 times as 
much as the New York shipments. For the 
seine week, Boston sent out 457,776 \bs., or 
two-thirds as much as New’ York. So that, 
taking all the shipments from this continont, 
tho sggregate was vory reepcotable,

those who know not of him as an onorgetio, 
pushing and upright businoss man. When 
we say that whon it bocame koown that 
/Mr. Johoson had passod away, and that 
‘his life, which soomed to bo full of very 
bright prospocts, had fled, the announce- 
ment was received with the deepest fool- 
ings of rogret, wo but vory inadequately 
depiot the minds of the citizens of Petrolia 
as they woro on Saturday morning Inst. 
The whole popalace of the town was aston- 
ished,and many wore the words of heartfelt 
commisseration and sorrow expressed for 
tho thus so very suddenly bereaved wife 
and family. Toe late Mr. A. O, Johnson 
was born in the town of | Antrim, county 
Antrim Ireland, on the 17th of March, A. 
D. 1854, and was consoquontly 28 yoars of 
ago last march. His father romoved to 
Portadown, in 1860, where deceased got his 
primary education, in ono of the National 
Schools. He was afterwards sent to the 
boy's college, Dundalk, where he remained 
about three years and thea finished his edu- 
cation at the _Moetho S Dublin, 

et WoHoor He left at the early age of 16 
years. He then came to Canada, and lived 
two years in Bolleville, with his cousin, 
Wa. Johnson, Esq, Inspector of Weights 
aud Measures. Mr. Johobon\then came to 
London, and entered the employ of the 
Western of Uanada Uo., whoré he remained 
until Mr, Edward took oharge. He then 
went to Chicago, which placa he left the 
same year, and at the earnest solici- 
tation of his father, witoné' brenlth was fast 
failing, and to whom he was & devoted and 
obedient son, the deceased returned toTre- 
land, and knowing the abilities which his 
cousin had, and at the same time béing 
fully convinced that Amerida was the only 
field wherein they ovuld bb properly de- 
yeloped, seoured the consent of hia father 
to allow the deceased to return to this 
country. Consequently Mr. Adam O. 
Johnson again returned to America, and 
took employment in the dry goods house of 
A. T, Stewart, New York City, he ro- 
maining only a short time in\Now York, 
the confinement not agreeing with him. 
From New York he went to Olevoland, and 
entered tha employ of the Standard Oil 
Oompany, but again returned to London in 
1876, and was employed by the London 
Refining Oo., and remained in their em- 
ploy until that Oompany merged into the 
Imperial, when ‘he took charge of the of- 
fice for about a year and a half. The de- 
ceased was married in May,1878, to Nellie, 
second daughter of John Wolfe, Euq., 
Manager of the London Furniture Oom- 
pany, We ‘omitted to mention 
that Mr, Johnson. went home to 
Ireland no Jess than three times during his 
sojourn in ‘America, and always when his 
father wrote for him he threw up whatever 
position he was into administer to the 
wants of his beloved pareht, which perhaps 
accounts for his numerous differant impor-. 
tant positions in such ashorttime, After 
coming to Petrolia he was apppinted mana- 
ger of the Oonsumera’ Oil Refining UCom- 
pany, in which establishment he was ao 
quarter owner. His zeal, hi work and 
business qualities soon made| themselves 
known to thie public, and to| show that 
they were appreciated by the pitizons we 
have only to refer to the fact’ that he was 
elected Councillor for No. 1) ward last 
January. Mr. Johnson was acknowledged 
one of the cleverest men in ‘the oil trade, 
and his sudden demise cast a gloom over 
the whole community. Petrolia has lost 
one of her best citizens in the death of Mr. 
Johnson, and his place at the head of the 
Consumers’ Company will be very hard to 
gil. Tho facts Of his death are, as near as 
we can learn as follows ;—It appears that 
at about ten o'clock Friday night he visit- 
ed his refinery, for the purpose of see- 
ing that everything was right, a: he 
intended taking the early train for Ot- 
tawa in the. morning. While crossing 
the condenser he accidentally slipped and 
fell in, the liquid being at nearly a boiling 
heat in consequence of the acarcity of water 
and the rush to finish therun. His splashes 
while in the water attracted the attention 
of a workman, and the then scalded man 
was taken out as soon as possible thereafter 
and his clothing remoyed by the werkmen 
—one.of whom actually had his hands 
scalded severely in doing so—and subse- 
quently received medical attention. The 
man passed a night of untold suffering, and 
notwithstanding the best medical aid avail- 
able, he died from the injuries received at 
five o'clock Saturday morning. Deceased 
was & momber of St. Goorge's Lodge, No. 
42, A.F. & A.M., of St. John’s Royal Arch 
Ohapter, No. 3, and of Richard Oceur de 
Lion Preceptory, No. 4, Knights Towplar, 
all of London, and was universally respected 
by all with whom he had social or business 
relations.

ONTARIO AGRIGULTURE. 
The Past You's Crops in 


Good Showing for Ontario as Com- 
pured with the States. 


GRAIN PROSPEOTS FOR 1883. 


The following is a summary of the report 
of the Bureau of [adustries for November. 
The first portion of the report deals 
with the ciroumstanoes which have favored 
orrotarded tho past season's agricultural 
operations, the general effect of which, 
though unusually variable, was on the whole 
soything but injurious. 

LATE KIPENING CROPS, 

The reports of correspondents show that 
all late ripening crops have been favored 
by the fall weather, Theo was gonorally 
just enough rain in August and the early 
part of September to promote healthy 
growth,and overa large part of the Province 
there was no frost to hurt yegetation until 
the 19th of October. 

Oorn, which fared badly throughout 
June and July, was greatly improved in 
the latter part ofthe season. It is an 
excellent oropin E‘* x and Kent, and 
fairiy gx0d in portious .f Lambton, Middle- 
sex, Oxford, Brant, Elgin, Norfolk and 
some of the Lake Ontario counties. In the 
connties of the St, Lawrence and O:tawa 
group itis a light crop and poor sample, 
haying been caught in an immature state by 
fall rains and frosts, and in other parts of 
the Province little is grown. 

Field beans are grown mainly in the 
counties of Kent and Norfolk in the west, 
and in the counties along the Ottawa River 
in the east. In the latter district there has 
been an excellent yield, though in some 
localities injury was done by frost. -There 
has been also a good crop in Norfolk,butin 
Kent it ripened unevenly, owing,doubtless, 
to the excess of August rains. 


There was a large area under buckwheat 
in the eastern counties of the Province, 
towards the lower end of Lake Ontaria,and 
between the St. Lawrence and Ottawa 
Rivers. It ripened well; avd is reported 
to be the best crop in many years; but aome 
fields were partislly destroyed by the gale 
of September 14th, and others by varly 
frosts and wet weather at the ripening sea- 
son. The largest and best crops in the west 
were grown in the county of Norfolk. 

To all parts of the Province clover was 
serioysly injured by winter exposure. and 
spring frosts, and the comparatively few 
fields that were, kept for seed have prodac- 
ed inferior or worthless crops. The best 
reportscome from Essex and Kent, but 
even in these counties the seed ia found to 
be small and shrunken. Elsewhere it has 
been almost'wholly destroyed by the blight 
aud the midge, i 

ROOT CROPS. 

The root crops have been variously af- 
fected. In some districts,as in the Niagara 
peninsula, in the Georgian Bay counties, 
along the shore of Lake Ontario, and in 
the St. Lawrence and Ottawa counties the 
effects of summer droughts were felt, and 
the heavy rains of a later period were fol- 
lowed over large areas by the appearance of 
the potato rot. Then the potato beetle and 
the turnip fly were busy everywhere, and 
for a time the outlook was very cheering ; 
but the rot soon ceased to cause anxiety, 
and under favorable fall weather late pota- 
toes and mangolds, satisfied the most san- 
guine hopes of the husbandman; A larger 
or better crop of field roots has never been 
grown in the oattle-feeding counties of 
Western Ontario, 


FRUIT. 


Moagre crops of ,orchard fruits are the 
rule in all the best fruit-growing counties, 
and good ones are reported only from the 
poorest—a result partly, no doubt, of 
climatic causes, Vegetation is several days 
earlier in the western portion of the Pro- 
vince than in the eastern, and this year a 
seyere frost ocourred soon after the blos- 
soming of fruit trees in the former district 
and before they had blossomed in the lat- 
ter. But while orchards were healthy in 
the east, and trees made good growth, they 
were stricken with blight in the west that 
blasted both leaf and fruit, from whioh 
they did not recover until lato in the sea- 
son. The cause of the blight is not well 
understood, although many theories are ad- 
vanced, but the opinion is generally ex- 
pressed that it was temporary as well as 
local in ita character, The codling moth 
was also a worse pest among the apple 
trees than usual, and by the gale of Sept. 
14th nearly the whole of thé affected fruit 
was blown down; in many districts a 
fourth of the crop was stripped off by that 
storm. Peaches wore a small orop, owing 
partly to the effects of an ioe-storm last 
winter and partly to frost at the flowering 
seaaon. There was an average supply ef 
peara in the country, and in the western 
counties grapes were plevtiful and ripened 
well. 


LIVE STOCK. 


With the exception of thrae or four 
counties where looal drought prevailed, 
pastures have been fresh and ricoh all the 
season, and live stock are reported to be 
healthy and in good flosh. ales of store 
animals have been active tor somo time,and 
it is specially notiood that the stock of 
mature steors for stall feeding is tmuoh 
lower now thantwo years ago. Tho prao- 
tice in the best grazing districts is to give 
cattle moal on the grass, and large numbora 
fittedi n thia way are sold to dealers in tho 
summer and early fall. An instance of tho 
extont of this trade is farnished by tho 
county of Middlesex, where it is stated 
that more than 8,000have been sold for 
export this year at an average of $80 per 
head. Many farmors, howevor—~onoonraged 
by the high prices of moat, the abundant 
crop of roots, and the low prico of 
coarse grains—are buying up second and 
third class cattle to feed all winter for tho 
spring markets. Hogs are scarce, but 4 
largo percentage of the whole has beonshut 
up for fattening. A fair surplus of sheop 
and lambs is held in the inland countios, 
whore there is a growing preference for 
Downs; in the Lake Erie and St. Lawrence 
counties drovers buying for the Amorican 
markots always keop the supply low. For 
pastures, stonady demand and good prives 
combined to favor the cheese iudustry this 
sooson, and a vory large quantity has boon 
mado and exported. Tho butter supply is 
consequently below the average of formor 
yoars, but it will increase as the faotorios

GRAIN, 

Tho bulk of this year's grain crops is no 
doubt in farmers’ hands, and a latge pro- 
porcion of it is yot unthreshod. Tho late 
harvost, the sowing of fall whoat, and the 
taking up of root crops hayo operated to 
some oxtent to delay marketing, bat the 
principal reason is tho lownoss of prices ; 
farmors are only selling enough to meet

of his family, though his brother Stephen 
was not to be despised, either 4s regards 
good looks or abilitiés, Bonjamin,one even- 
ing, had escorted a very pretty woman to 
the Park Tlieatre, whon during tho por- 
formunce a British oflicorin an adjoining 
box took the liberty of staring her full in 
the face. She complained of it to Bon 
Price, who, on its repotition, seizad tho 
offender by the nose with his ‘ fager and 
thumb, and wrung it most effectually. 

Tho officor left his box and went to Bon 
Price's. Ben,in answer to a knock, opened 
the door when the officer ,whose name Was 
Grevn, asked Bon what ho meant, remark- 
ing at the camo t'mo that he meant no in- 
sult to the Indy, ‘Oh! yory well,” replied 
Bon, ‘ noithor did I moan to inault you by 
what I did,’ Upon this thoy shook hands 
as sworn brothera,and some timo after Mr. 
Groon went to Canada to join his regiment.

Crookston with the North Hastings, from tho 
fact that in crossing the North Hastings thoy 
run their trains come 25 feet above its track, 
théy have no way bat to team barley and 
rye to Orooketon as usual if they moan to sell 
in Bolleville, their natural outlét. They must 
cart as usual unloss they add the expense of 
sending by way of Toronto or Montreal, or 
change on to the Kingston road, which will 
be more expense than the farmors will be 
williog to bear. I thiok the parties who 
gave the right of way haye mado a bad bar- 
gain of it, but that is no reason why they 
should want to eaddle the county with $4,000 
to be paid by the whole ratepayers to reim- 
burse the donors from going it blind in mak- 
ing their gift ot the right of way.

knowablo only to the Canadian Insurance

‘Shore farmora 
oan got fish offal from tho markots, olama f om 
tho banke, or minnows from the ditches 
Skimmed milk is alwaya in order, and moat 
scraps (rom fat frying oatablishments, sold in 
largroaker, and placod where tho hens have

December. 


Winter Care of Live-Stock. . 


Thero aro a fow general rules for tha ove 
of live stook in winter, which afe of aniveras 
application : 

First —Thoy should lio dry, whothor bod- 
ded or not. Adry floor is bettor than a wot 
beddiog, Sparorelst floors, through which 
urgjoe will goiokly pass, and which give ‘ho 
animals a lovel standing plaoco, are csp cially 
to bo advised. A good degree of comfort may 
bohad on such fljors, buta fall supply of 
dry litter—straw, loaves, swamp hay, oto.— 
eortainly makes all kinds of stock moro dom: 
fortable. 

Second. —Sheltor saves {afder, whenever 
lumber can he easily obtained, to a degree 
which few practioal men tro aware’ of. Tho 
warmer tho stables aro, the bettor, except 
peothapa for sheep. But with close, warm 
stables, it is cssential that tho manure bosp 
should bs where it will not contaminate tho 
air, and that there should beperfeot ventila: 
tion. Bo arranged as not to causo/drafts of air, 

Third, —As to foed, This should be Rives 
with the utmost ragalarity and ubiforoiity— 
nover more than will be all eaten up long be 
fore the next feedingtime, Thon the avimals 
have au appotite for their food, so that coarao 
fodder may be firat givon, to be followed with 
‘better, aid by yrain in somo form, af this bea 
part of the daily ration, This is nodoubt the 
most coonomival sya.em, seouring the least 
waste and best digestion of all kinds of fodder 
used in tho ordinary way. 

Fourth —Grooming and care of animals aro 
a most valuable means of keeping them in 
health ae well as of saving food, ‘sho ekin of 
an animal existing in 4 state of nature 
is washod by every shower, brushed and card. 
ed by every bueb, licked by its matos, rubbed 
by tho ground in rolliog, and io variohs ways 

| kept free from acoomnlationa of its owa exfolt- 
ations, from the stoppsgo of its pures by swead 
aod from its own” inherent dirt, A healthy 
skin moabs warmth, health, life, and vigor 
and other things being about right, and we 

oan secure this only by gr2omiog —CoL. M.C.

Drying up Cows 

~ Should dairy cows be dried off, or shonld 
they bo milked up to oal¥ing timo, if thoy 
afe disposed to yiold milk upto that fime? 
To answer this question pat, yes or no, would 
only botray the ignorance of the speaker on 
the subjectiof* dairy mon’s practices and pre- 
jadices’ We know of no sulject that needs 
intelligent piriog at the moetiogs of our dsiry- 
men’s associations this winter so much as 
this. Itie well know by-all that no matter 
how great may bs the flowof a cow's milk 
when she firet calves, if the yoos dry too soon 
she will not prove a profitats milker Indeed, 
most dairymea would makea large-sizsd sur- 
prise party if they would ooly test the quee- 
tion as to the yearly yield of the two cows 

that yielded the most and least at tho time 

of calving. This could be approximated by 
keeping thedates of dropping calved and 
going dry of the diflorens cowein the herds 
with their various yields weighed and record- 


J, 

What wo started out to ssy was that the 
strange part of this subject relatém to the 
practices and prejudices of dairymen. In the 
country wo fiod farmors almoat universally 
drying up theie cows with the foar of hurting 
them if milked up toeslving time. Near tne 
cities, whete milk is sold to consumers, no at- 
tention whatever is paid to the time a cow is, 
due to calvo, She is simply milked as long as 


sho will give it, and sold if sho goes dry too |- 


long before calving, 

Breeders of dairy: oattlo who hand'e high 
priced cows aro in grave doubt on the subject 
of drying off. Thoy-all kaow it is a danger- 
ous practice if not dono with care and dili: 
gence. Ifthe cow is neglected and fosms 
milk in her udder thatis not drawn off, she 
ds sure to suffer from the neglect, while good 
milkers sre almost cortain to give muk.up to 
the day of calving, with a proity general 
opinion that.if injures the calf and oreates too 
heavy a drainon the cow, Can our dairy ex- 
pounders at the conventions Isy down a safe 
rule to purade io this matter. Lt thom try 
it by all means.—-American Dairyman, 3

Shut Out the Cold. 

The tomporaturo of the living animal body 
cannot vary greatly,;and therefore when the 
Weather grows colder there is an increased 
domand for food to be.consumed in keeping 
up th® natural host. A low temperature is aa 
eXpensive oondition, as every farmer who has 
Wiatered his stock weli"kaows. Thore aro 
two general mothods of ovorcumiog tho wear- 
ing orf exbausting effects of severe cold weath- 
er; giving the animals an abundance of ricoh 
sod palatable, heat forming food, and soouring 
them from exposare in warm aud comfortable 
stables. A happy combination of these two 
mothods isthe one to be provided by every 
stock raisor who looks both to the comfort of 
his svimals aod their protitableness, 

If stables generally could be warmed with 
ssfoty by stoves, there is no doubt that a sav- 
ing in tho amount of fodder would result 
Much can bo done ia this direction by keeping 
tho animals io well built stables, and {reo from 
all ohilling Currents of frost laden air. Tho 
writer has in miod a stable, whore a long row 
of miloh cows suffored, almost to tho point of 
{ror zing, on many wioter nights, becaure the 
stable was fall of larye oracks, and the doors 
on'y partly shas’out the driftiog snows. A 
fow hours of patcbiug the walls, fl ori g, and 
doors, with very litsle expense for lumber, 
would baye made its good effects evident 
withio asinglo week at the dairyroom. A 
cow is not at hor beet when sho must shiver 
with thé cold and have hor rough coat oovored 
with the frost and snow of o severe winter 
night, Looked at ia simply tho p cuniary 
light, this method of keeping farm stock docs 
uot bring the best returos, Thore is no farmer 
who, being able to owo a hord of cattle or a 
| flock.of sheop, osn afford not to houso thom 
well. Ho may let them eas at will from the 
atack of the boss hay that is made, but if thoy 
hsve no moro ehelter than tho stack aff ode, 
he may como to the conclusion, common to 
all bad sgricultaral practico, that farming does 
| not pay. Lot thie be » word in season for all 
those who may profit by it. Stop tho orackr 
in the atablos, and «ave pain for your animals 
and money for yourself, Tako special caro 
not to have the farm stock « xpored to the 
obilling winter blasts; in short, shut ont the 
cold,—Dn, Hatstap, ia American Agricultu 
riat for December. ;

Harbor Commissioners,the Board of Trade, 
the Corn Exchange and other publio bodies 
of Montreal, havo, with a promptitude born 
of keen regard for their own intorost, already 
momorislized the Government in favor of 
these objects, and, in prospect of their pos- 
sible failure to induce the Goyernment to 
act favorably, a groat eschemo for the ac- 
complishment ofthe purpose in viow bas 
boon projected, Of this proposed moans 
of attaining the désired end tho Star 
gives tho following particulars: ‘‘In the 
event of the Government hesitating in any 
way to pay tho interest and assum tho 
entire debt, capitalists are ready to under- 
take the whole burden provided the Goy- 
ernment made a liberal land grant to tho 
Company. In fact, such a schemo has 
already been under discussion, the Govern- 
moent's consent to a land grant only requir- 
{ng to be obtained. Though all tho details 
have not been finally sottled, tho following 
can be said on authority: Tho proposed 
name of the Company is the St. Lawrence 
River Improvement and Oanada Ooloniza - 
tion Company, with a capital of $10,000,000. 
With a Government land grant of -several 
million acres of fertile land, the Company 
would undertake to pay the interest and 
assume the entire debt of Montreal Harbor 
and‘ Lake St. Peter, giving satisfactory 
guarantees, besides widening and deepening 
the channel from Montreal to Quétbeo toa 
depth of thirty feet (with eleven fect on the 
flatsof Lake St. Peter). This would permit 
the yery largest class of vessels coming 
direct to Montreal without breaking 
bulk.” Our contemporary then proceeds 
to enlarge upon the’ results likely to 
flow. from the adoption of the scheme, in 
the following somewhat optimistic strain ; 
** By this plan the Government would be 
under no cash outlay, and the country 
would be greatly enriched by the emigra- 
tion and colonization part of the scheme, 
the interest of the Company, of course, 
being specially influenced by the rapid and 
complete settlement of the lands. The 
canals would be made free, commerce bene- 
fitted, and Crown lands disposed of and 
settled upon without any disbursement an 
the part of the Government. The Domin- 
fon ani other lines of steamships would 
arrange for the transportation of the emi- 
grants or colonists from Europe to the 
lands of the Company in the North-West, 
and ina few years the products of the 
farm, in the shapo of grain, &c. would flow 
freely through our grand and natural water 
highway to the ocean.” 

What strikes us in regard to this grand 
project isthat the Government is to be 
relied upon to furnish the sinows of war 
in any event—whether directly, by paying 
the money from the public trea- 
sury, or indirectly, by alienating, for the 
benefit of the proposed Company, several 
millions of acres of fertile lands from the 
publicdomain, , 

The question is a very large and a very 
important one, and some action may not 
improbably be found neceseary, in view of 
the action of our neighbors, and tho activi- 
ty and earnestness of the commercial com- 
munity of Montreal will probably lead to 
the careful consideration of the subject by 
the Government. Should the administra- 
tors of our publio affairs deem action 
necessary, we have sufficient confidence in 
their integrity and patriotism to bolieve 
that they will act with all the patriotism, 
wisdom and energy that so important a 
matter demands.

Tho Directors to whom the mombers of 
Tus ONTARIO have committed thoir trust 
foil to undorstand that a premium deducted 
from tho Assurance AFTeR doath is the 
same os one paid during life, and as tho 
Lien Policies of Tie Onranto aro based 


upop a PERMANENTLY REDUCED PREMIUM 
equity demands that the lion must bo an 
EQUIVALENT to such permanent reduction, 
and have made it so to cover the risk of 
prematuro doath, but tho unpaid portions 
of premium and interest are all they require 
to bo paid if discharged DURING THE LIFE- 
Tie of the assured and this they have good 
roason to expoct will bo done by surplus. 
His attack on Prof. Chorriman, our worthy 
Suporintendent of Insurance,is entirely an- 
oalled, for as no one knows better than ho 
what should be inoluded in assets and 
what not when he had the facts of tho 
case and all particulars in detail before 
him, 

Tho statement that gains on mortality 
aro but ‘ TEMPoRARY’ and ONLY f APPARENT’ 
has 4 FAIR FACS but a FALSE FOUNDATION, 
* Circumstances alter cases’ and in THIS 
instance the circumstances causo GREAT 
alteration. The tables of mortality are 
correct beyond a doubt ; the Roaerves held 
by Life Companies are based on those tables, 
at a rate of interest much below the actual 
expectation, (the 4 por cent basis of Tus 
Onraxio being lower than the Govt, stand- 
ard or that of any other Canadian Company, 
and, so farin Canada, much below. the 
experience,) The item of interest excess— 
isa valuable one and would cover con- 
siderable fluctuation in mortality. 
If all Policy Holders joining a Oom- 
pany were to koop their Policies on 
foot as WHOLE Lireé Assurance so that all 
would become claims through the ordinary 
course of nature as the mortality tables an-

bored that Dr. Slade, after o bricf and 
somewhat perturbéd stay in Oswego, wont 
to Bolleville and gave such exhibitions of 
slate-writing, pencil-throwing, eto., as he 
geve here, and that these wore followel by 
8D Apparent exposure of them as tricks,and 
finally a confession by Dr. Slade, 

Dr. Slade said in his vindication on 
Sunday, that he had beon caught in a trap 
by the chief of police of Belleville and the 
people with him. They got him confused 
with drugged wine and then took him to a 
Toom, the doors and windows of which 
they fastened, and told him that if he did 
not confess that he was an fmpostor they 
would arrest him. Seeing that he was in 
a tight place, he aid that his elate-writing 
was only sleight-of-haud, and so escaped. 
The report says that in making his expla- 
nations. Dr, . Slade ‘‘gesticulated wildly,” 
and part of the t me ‘looked as if a pro- 
fano spirit had taken. possession of him ;” 
that he “posed as a martyr, and a very en- 
ergetio martyr he appeared as he stormed 
around the platform, swinging his arms 
and shouting out the story of his alleged 
wrongs.” One believer present paid it was 
‘* his firm belief that the doctor missed an 
opportunity of becoming a martye by pot- 
ting drunk,” and the doctor éoncurred ‘in 
this view. There were other expressions of 
opinion and the exercises closed with a gen- 
eral glorification of Dr. Slade. 

As.the New Yorkers know who is and 
who is not tho original Ur, Slade, it seems 
to be sottled that ho is the man who visited 
Oswego and Bolleyille —the samo one who, 
after astonishing New Yorkers and others 
for several years, wont to England, where 
he was tried for false pretences, and thence 
to Germany, where he was investigated by 
learned men and his seances led to the 
writing of Prof, Zollner's remarkable book, 
which credited the Slade phenomena with 
boing of spiritual origin and undertook to 
account for some of the apparently impos- 
sible ones---suoh as tying knota in cords 
when the ends are not free—by means of 
what he termed a fourth dimension in space. 

Wo do not propose to re-disouss eo called 
spiritual phenomena, as associated with 
Dr, Slade or any one else. Some of thom 
are entirely explainable by well known 
natural laws, and some of them are not, 
The significance of such things depends 
upon tho quality of the results rather than 
any mysteriousness of cause, and we are 
not aware that any communication has 
been made at Dr, Slade’s seances, famous 
though he is above all other American 
mediums, that has been of any particular 
benefit to literature or science or improving 
to individuals, And now, according to his 
own admission, after all his foreign fame 
and his un:form claim of being controlled 
by spirits, he went to Belleville and con- 
fessed in effect that he had been fooling 
people all these years by tricks of legerde- 
main ; and then he went to New York and 
said he lied when he made the confession, 
and would not have made it if he had not 
been drunk! The doctor has been a good 
while in saying this last. Why did he not 
say it before! 

This is hardly the kind of man that sin- 
cere and earnest persons would select as 
the apostle of a now dispensation ; and if 
Prof. Zollner were still on earth to hoar of 
the Slade career of 1882, he could not fail 
to regret thas he had given the man so 
much prominence in a book intended to be 
profoundly philosophical, and sciontitic as 
well, —Oswego Times.

Wednesday, when with 5,000 bushels in her 
hold we went to Napanee, where we took 
on another 5,000; Then we towed to Deso- 
roato, stowed in 3,000 and dropped 
down to Cole's wharf where we put in 700 
busbels and finished the load. Shortly 
after midnight last Friday we made sail for 
Oswego, The weather was good till we 
reached ** The False Ducks” when it bégan 
to freshen. When about fifteen miles to 
the southward and steering a southerly 
courss, about eleven o'clock (this was 
Saturday morning), we were struck by a 
heavy equall;which took awey our foretop 
mast and foremast head, and when they 
went over the lee side they carried tho 
maintopmast along. The bowsprit was 
sprung and the jibboom was hk ie and 
the yeasel’s two jibs torn in ribbons. The 
schooner was then brought up .to head the 
sea as much as possible, in order to hasten 
the clearing of the rigging and decks. Mr, 
A. N. Diamond, of Napanee, the owner of 
the cargo,who is well known as tho pilot of 
the [van/ioe and engineer at the wheel of the 
Grant, here advised me to steer for Mexico 
Bay and run the vessel ashore;but this I de- 
clined to do, . We got a new line on 
board to the mainmast head and hove it 
forward to support it,. With the aid of 
some tackle which wo then devised, wo 
utilized the staysail and foresail and ‘were 
enabled to proceed in that condition for 
four hours, when the tug Cummings saw 
us, took our line and assisted us into 
Oswego, ‘There tho live-saving crew came 
aboard and assisted us in clearing the wreck, 
Oar cargo was examined and found in good 
condition ; in fact, there wasn’t s pound 
wet, Wo left thero last night in tow of the 
steambarge Saxon and arrived here this 


morning shortly after six o'clock. That 
ends my sailing for this season.” 

Theo damages are estimated at $1,000. 
The vessel is insured for $3,000 on a basis 
of a fall valuation of $5,000 of full ingur- 
ance, This makes the Insurance C »mpany 
liable for three-fifths of the insurable loss,

Though its in- 
atromentality s solution is sought of ono of 
the noblest problems ever elaborated by the 
highest exorcise of human reason, To moas 
ture the unapproachable is the oiat at isene, 
and nover, in any provious combat with im- 
monsity, have aitronomers had at their oom-

The 6th of Decoujbey wil therefore boa 
groatday on tho annals of tho nireteonth 
yootury, Transit observere will do their ut- 
most to obtain a more scourate dotormination 
of the eun'adistsnce. Iithey do not roach 
perfect success, aud there is little hope of 
such o rosult, they will bsve the satisfaction 
of fecling that they are laboring ia a noble 
causo, For the observation wade during 1882 
will bo a riuh legacy-to- aid the sstrooomers 
who, 122 sosrs heooe, will observe the next

The Ontano & Quoebeo Railway. 


On a recent visit to Montreal, Mr, Hugh 
Ryan, contractor for thw construction of 


the Ontario & Quoeboo Railway, gave | 


Herald reporter some interesting informa: 
tion with regard to this now lino of rail- 
road, Ho stated that it would make tho 
distance 309 miles between Toronto and 
Montreal. One-third of it ia alroady grad 
ed, and it is oxpected that by this time 
next year the entire track will bo laid. 
Over 2,000 mon and 1,000 horses aro at 
present employed upon it. Tho posts,tios, 
and fencing material are being got out, and 
tendors will shortly bo asked for rails. 
The road will be an important feeder to 
the Canadian Pacific Railway system, and 
asa through route will afford additional 
facilities for travel and transport of almost 
{incalculable value. It will run ata dis- 
tance of from thirty to forty miles from 
the Grand Trunk, reaching a section that 
previously has had no direct commanica: 
tion east and west, The lino will connect 
with the Canadian Pacific system at Perth, 
and will be ron in as direct a lino a8 the 
topographioal character of the country will 
allow. From Perth a line will lead to 
Smith's Falls, and by tho old Oanada 
Contral, now the Canadian Pacibo Railway, 
pass through Ottawa to Montreal. A now 
line has also been surveyed from Smith's 
Falls to Montreal, which, ronping round 
the mountain to opposite Caughnawags, 
where the now railway bridge is proposed, 
will give the great Canadian Pacific an out- 
let to the American and lower province 
porta. The entrance into Toronto will be 
by 2,800 feet of trestle work, some of it 150 


feet high.

Inaugural Address. 


MINI@TERIAL ASSOCIATION, NOV. 13ra, 1882 
REV, 4. TURNBULL, B. 4., PRESIDENT. 


When our great poet makes the fallon 
Wolsey charge his faithful attendant to 
fling away ambition, as the bin by which 
even angols fell, we may be sure that he 
Joes not mean that noble passion which 
longs to win a place in the hearts of men, 
and reaps ite highest honors in the aff-ction 
and esteem of a constitueucy of the good 
and true. For myself I boldly avow such 
an ambition ; and reapeoting ths honor I 
am to-day called upon to acknowledge, I 
rejoice to wear it in the confidence that it 
is a badge, significant of the brotherly loye 
that obtaingamongst us, and for whose 
abounding weshould now and evermore 
seok. In entering, therefore, upon the 
duties of the Promdont of this Association, 
I dosoin the assurance that whatever 
may be wanting in myself, I shall never 
lack that hearty support and genuine 
sympathy of my brethren, which alone can 
make the position agreeable and conserve 
the highest interests of the society ; and it 
shall ever bo my earnest endeavor to further 
the same interestain a manner worthy of 
the confidence beetowed. It is a matter for 
congratulation, at the outset, that the 
hopes expressed, and tho outline of work 
suggested by my predecessor at the incep- 
tion of this organization, have been in a 
goodly measure fullilled. I am satisfied 
that a record of our work for the past year 
will compare favorably with that of any 
similar society; but better than that, [ 
am sure that each of us can teatify to the 
reception of much apiritual good through 
the fellowship enjoyed so frequently in this 
place. And heroin we may glory also, that 
it has come to bo felt a8 4 real loas for any 
one of us tomiss the good things of our 
weekly session, And I would call special 
attention tothisone point, that just in 
proportiou as we gather from’ week to week 
with a genuine desire to ‘‘ provoke one 
another to love and good works,” and to a 
longing after *‘ growth in the knowledge of 
our Lord Jesus Qhrist,” shall this’ be- 
come a place of groater blessing 
to our souls, and subserve tho highest 
end of our Christian fellowship ; and while 
we lay emphasis upon this aspect of the 
case, inasmuch as all genuine sentiment is 
founded upon truth, we shall alao diligently 
atrive to gain rioh stores of knowledge, and 
delight to open them here, each seeking 
the editication of his neighbor for good. I 
rejoice that with us the day of experiment 
is past, and that at the beginning of ano- 
ther year we enter npon our work with the 
prospect of: achieying still better things in 
the future. And I would urge upon every 
member the necessity of taking a deop in- 
terest in the Association, and striving ear- 
nestly to ensure ite tuccess, by catching up 
any idea that may promise to be usetul to 
us, and devising plans that will add to our 
efficiency. Bring in your good things,— 
good bits from good books that have given 
fresh inspiration to yourself; give us the 
benefit of your reading 1n a critical study 
of any work of general interest and special 
importance that may fall into your hands. 
Let us haye occasional talks on the inter- 
pretation of texts, especially such as may 
have appeared in a pew light, and filled 
your mind with fresh suggestions; let us 
know what you are reading, and the result 
of testing any new methods of study or 
work, The condition of your congregations 
will afford opportunities tor asking counsel, 
and giving practical hints and aid, from 
which lasting benefits would flow. In/short, 
be it never forgotten that the better we 
make this Association, the richer will be 
our individual share of the spoil. In the 
highest sense is it true of us here, * Give, 
and it shall be given uato you ; good mes- 
sure, pressed down, shaken together and 
running over, shall men give into your 
bosum.” Thus far in the way of suggestion 
and introduction, It has seemed to me 
that, on an occasion like this, to devote a 
portion of this address to the discussion, 
however brief, of some set theme in keeping 
with our work, would bo better than taking 
up the whole time with general remarks. 
I will therefore ask your attentien fora 
few minutes to the subjsct, ‘’ The Minister 
as an [nterpreter of God's Word.” It muat 
be spparent to any careful reader of the 
Now Testament that in its human aspect, 
the basis of the Christian religion is a min- 
istry, chosen and given by God to his peuple 
(Epb. 4—2 Cor. 5); and the way in whioh 
this ministry is to accomplish its work in 
the maintenance of religion, is through the 
apprehension and declaration of the truth 
ot God. Plainly, then, the first business of 
the minister is to ask ‘‘ What is the meaning 
of this trath [ am called upon to expound 
and to enforce!" bor only a8 he goes before 
men with oa messoge respecting which tho 
deepest conyictions of his soul will lead 
him to eay here isa ‘‘ Thus saith tho 
Lord,” will he havo confidence in speaking, 
and be likely to carry conviction to tho 
minds of his hearers, Tho benetit of a 
ministerial curse of instruction to his peo- 
ple will lie in the fact that they aro made 
constantly to feel that it is verily God’s 
message to which they listen, and of whioh 
they are to bo not hearers only, but doers 
also, else their religion will be vain in the 
sight of Him who jadgeth not according to 
the sppesrance, but jadgoth righteous 
judgment. 

In his searching after tho truth by read- 
ing, meditation and prayer, I think firet of 
all the minister, at-times, wil have expori+ 
ences of which the record will be mado, 
‘thin is the votoe, the hand of the Lord.” 
Not that anything bas come independently 


our knowledge,or apart from the word that 
flashed in upon the mind, like a ray from 


sago has filled every chamber of tho soul 
with sounds, that are to us the undoubted 
echoings of His yoico and footetops, and 
we fool that still tho Lord Jesus tella in 
tho darkness His hidden things which wo 
aro to spoak in light, and whispors in the 
oor His seorot things, that we are to prosoh 
upon tho housetops (Matt. 10:27.) Such 
exporiences will, I bolieye, bo tho moro 
frequently enjoyed as our followabip with 
the Master is the moro intimate and unin- 
torrupted, and we shall long for them and 
sook thom the moro earnestly, as not only 
bringing great bloasinga to oursolves, but 
fitting us most folly also to proclaim tho 
truth of the gospel of God, But seoondly, 
thoro is, if one may so aay, tho ordinary 
mothod by which wo munt arrive atthe 
meaning of God's word, via., the reading, 
searching and meditation, all that fs com- 


- 


prohonded in the propor moaning of study: 

ing that word wherein God has rovealed 

His will, and whereby Ho is pleased to 

make it known to him who will diligently 

trace out the living characters of the 

Divino oraclos, Blessing and nid aro pro- 

mired in such a search aftor God, and daily 
His servants,of every stago and attainment 
in Obristian oxperience, from the virtue of 
the promise, and tho power of the Holy 
Spirit, the revesler of the things of Obrist, 
as they pore over the sacred page, and 
receive light and life therefrom. In his 
special sphere, however, there are some 
particular means that tho minister will find 
helpful in the more carefal explication 
ofthe text, and of these I would briefly 
spoak, (s,) The-study of the original. 
Now whilo it is true that many men who 
have had no knowledge of Hebrew and 
Greek, have mado great attainments in the 
understanding of scripture, and acquired a 
profound knowledge of its doctrines, and 
while, moreover, # superficial acquaintance 
with these languages is most frequently 
and offensively paraded in the pulpit, yet 
the indisputable fact remains, that a care- 
ful and thorough study of the criginal is 
of tho first importanoo for several reasons. 
[t fastens the attention on the word itself, 
to readand study it in another language, 
and the very slowness with mhioh one pro- 
ceeds, leads to the consideration of points, 
that otherwise might have been ovyerlook- 
ed. The springs of thought and language 
too are visited, and one’s ideas are freshon- 
ed and the flow of ideas quiokened, and 
often illustrations are suggested by the 
roots of the words. The mind, too, is 
more likely to act free from the fetters of 
traditional ideas, or interpretations, and is 
thus disciplined or strengthened tor the 
real end of the study—the imparting of the 
truth gained by research. Other reasons 
might be stated, but these are sufficient to 
commend this point to your further con- 
sideration. (b.) The atudy of the text. Tho 
particular text chosen should be thorough« 
ly explored. If we hold fast to one por- 
tion and bring out its specific trath, or 
lessons, we shall gain much in directness 
and power, Tho more specific we can 
make our preaching the better, and the 
greater range and breadth will be given to 
it by this course, as wo shall then be the 
more likely to’ touch every side of human 
life and experience. The carefully handled 
text will, like the skilfully polished gem, 
flash out rays of light whichever way it 
may it may be turned; andmen will re- 
member and treasure it up amongst their 
precious things, long after the speaker's 
voice is forever hushed in the grave. (c). 
The study of thecontext. The context 
should receive carefal attention, as ic 
almost invariably either gives a clue to the 
meaning of the text, or actually determines 
the signification of the particular passage 
whore it atands. Weare all familiar with 
cases where words taken out of their 
connection have been made to teach what 
was never intended by the writers of Holy 
Soriptures ; and even though the lessons 
may have been all-important, and thor- 
oughly in keeping with the teachings af 
God's word elsewhere, yet such a handling 
of eoripture is both uncalled for, and liable 
to do harm. 
usefal, also, as a guide in the spplication 


us the situation under which the words 
were used of old, and prepares us to deal 
with the same questions and experiences 
ever recurring in the history of the race. 
But if these considerations are of value in 
the matter of interpreting God's word, and 
are likely to increase the power of the min- 
ister’s measage, there is another sense in 
which I am satisfied his interpretation of 
the truth will give it the very highest sig- 
nification to men. 1 mean, in so far as he 
interprets it in hisown life. It isa good 
and great thing to speak to men what can 
be commended as the counsel of the Al- 
mighty ; but it is very far better when tho 
words are backed up by a life that illus- 
trates the truth the minister speaks. 
Herein lay one of the chief elements of the 
power of Obrist’s ministry. He could ssy 
not only ‘* I tell you the truth,” but also 
‘*Tam the trath.” And our words will 
gain in force as we, in our measure, can 
say the same. The minister should open 
his whole heart to the full sweep ot the 
diyine principles, and seek to honor every 
claim that he would urge upon another, 
for only thus will he be able to give full 
weight to his doctrine, We may feel at 
times that men are too exacting in ther 
ideas of what ministers ought to be; but

still, as the ‘‘ Liberal” Governmentof this 
Province have trampled on the traditions 
of their party and usurped many of the 
rights previously enjoyed by the people, 
the Ontario has, as is above evidenced. 
become the advocate of and apologist for, 
such usurpation and deprivation. As we 
haye previously shown,the Mowat Govern- 
mont fastened on the Oity of Belleville a 
body called the ‘* Police Commissioners,” 
to which was given the control of the police 
force, and which has practically no respou- 
sibility to the ratepayers, but one. of its 
throe members being chosen by them. This 
irresponsible body was approached by the 
“people's representatives with a polite re 
quest in the shape of a formal resolution 
adopted by them, that they should fix the 
salary of the Ohief of Police at $900 per 
antrum, but they advanced the salary to 
$1,000, although, if wo recollect aright, well 
aware that the Council had eatimated for 
the amaller of the two amounts named. 
Thus the people have been deprived of 


ace fit, that power having been delegated 
by the so-called ‘‘Liberal” party in the 
Logislature to an irresponsible body, which 
may double or quadruple the expenses of 
the police force if its members choose to do 
so, andthe taxpayers must provide tho 
money. ' 

The ‘‘ Liberal” organ approves of this 
tyranny, and, not content with abusing the 
gentleman who is endeavoring to prevent 
the disposal of the ratepayers’ money with- 
out their consent, actually has the audacity 
to ask the people to pronounce (in its 
favor, of course) “upon this system of 
official tyranny.” Wo heartily conour in 
the invitation to the ratepsyers, and have 
no doubt that they will, at the municipal 
elections, reject every candidate who favors 
the present system, so far at least as con- 
cerns the psyment of the police. We shall 
ask them further, when the proper time 
arrives, to atrike at the root of the evil by 
rolling up a handsome majority against the 
candidate of the Government who haye 
fastened this objectionable system upon 
this city, and who besides robbed the Vor- 
poration of $800 revenue from market fees 
during the current year. By all means, 
let the people ‘‘ pronounce unmistakably 
upon this system,” for which our contem- 
porary supplies the happy designation 
** official tyranny.” 

We would just add that the attempt 
above made to excite a little cheap sym- 
pathy for the Ohief of Police is probably 
made without his knowledge, and has no 
more bearing on the subject than has the 
question of his ability in the position that 
he fills, on the whole, ably and satisfactor- 
ily. The sole question at issue is : Shall 
the people’s money be disbursed by the

COUNTY COUNOIL 
AFTERNOON SESSION, 
Vronapay, 29th Nov. 1882 

The Council resumed at two o'clock, 

The Committeo on Roads and Bridges 
again woot into session 

Two bridges near Cameron's ia Madoo, one 
on the boundary between Madoo and Mar- 
more, one abt Queensboro and one botwoen 
Maryavillo and Do eronto were ordo ed to be 
rebuilt, and a variety of repairs made to 
others 

Mr. Pearce, tho County Surveyor, and the 
Road Superintendent, were authcrigzed to pur 
obaro Wiggiva’ gravel pit in Marmora. 

Hon. Mr, Flint was beard relative to the 
road eastof tho Midiand Railway in Elzo- 
vir, Hebad callod the attention of Mr. 
Francia to the road between Flinton ond 
Bridgewater, Ho thought tho railway had 
not the power to destroy a road such as they 
had done, Tho railway now take more of 
the road than was originally shown on their 
plans. They had changed their track to go) 
as near tho west side of the road as possible, 
and had taken apportion of the burying 
ground, #o as to avoid filling a decline. The 
railway Would make it dangerous for persons 
passing along in waggone, and poople would 
not be safe in going tothe cemetery there 
with teams, Tho County having given tho 
right of way for the road should Jook after it 
and seo if this Company havo a right to do as 
they choose by destroying a road and making 
travel dangerour, particularly when the cara 
pasa that way. Ho trusted that such action 
would be taken that the publio would be s\fe, 

The Warden said that the Uounty should 
not suffer in this instance, and if tho subject 
was fully presented to the Solicitor of the 
road the matter might be corrected. 

Mr. Tutilo said his impression was that the 
Compaty would not make any change ia the 
road unless they were compolled to, They 
intended to put the road in good repair and 
that was ell, 

Mr, Fliot thought the railway would not 
do anythiog only what they couldn't belp. 

Mr. Ayleworth said if the matter was rep- 
resented to the Coucty Solicitor, who is also 
Solicitor of the Midland, some change might 
result that would be satisfactory. He sug- 
gested the appointment of a amall Committee 
to Jay the su! ject before the Solicitor, 

Mr, Wilmot favoured the suggestion, and 
moved that such Committee consist of the 
Warden, Mr. Aylaworth, the County Sur- 
veyor, and Mr, Tuttle, . ; 

Mr, Vankleek asked if a railway oould ob- 
-stract a road? 

Mr, Ayleworth read the law on the subjoot. 
The road, he said, was only in course of con- 
asruction, and might be properly fixed yot. 

Mr. White considered that if complaints 
wore made to Messrs. Cox, Gooderham, and 


. Bell, tre remedy sought would be spplied. 


Ge also suggested that the Committee draw 
attention to the orossings of osher roads by 
the railroads in other paris of the County, 

Mr, O'Flyon said that tho railways should 
be responsible forthe damage thry may cause, 

The Reeve of Madco Villare wagadded to 
the Committee, and the motion passed. 

Mr, Haggerty moved, eeconded by Mr. Rob- 
insop, that hereafter all bridges to be rebuilt 
which aro to cost $100 each or lear, be let by 
contract, and tbat the Surveyor be allowed to 
receive contracts for such work, The mowr 
said there was a general complaint that our 
amall bridges cest too much, and todo away 
with such conplaints he would like to see the 
cbange proposed made. 

Mr, Aylaworih said there was a fecliog 
that our emall bridges ccat too much. The 
feeling was that they aro conatructed in too 
expensive astyle, Tho feeling was, that if 
bridges were built in the old style they would 
be cheaper and last longer. 

The Warden thought this would be a bad 
time to give out work by tender, but the ex- 
pense in building small bridges now could 
be lessened and a saving: ffcoted. His ex- 
perienos was not calculated to let him approve 
of the theory of building by tender, 

Mr, Robinson supported the motion, The 
small bridges ia bis township were substantial 
and had stood tho test well, 

Mr. Wilmot approved of the motion and 
considered that emall bridges could be built 
cheaper by tender than under the present 

system. The question would alterwards arito 
whether or not the work dono was substantial 
and satisfactory, 

Mr, White seid the Council should either 
buiid sll the bricges of the County by tender 
or continue the present system, 

Mr. Ostrom was of opinion that it would bo 
Gnwise just now to change from the present 
system, 

In reply to Mr. White, the County Survey- 
or said be looked after 215 bridges and kept 
five mon constantly employed, 

The motion prevailed, 

Mr. Pearce moved, seconded by Mr, Van- 
kletk, that the County Surveyor examine tho 
bridgo at Wanpamaker's, between Marmora 
and Madoc, and examioe the road thero, to 
as:ertain whether or not it will be noocssary 
to have a new bridge thero on acount of the 
crossing of ore ond of the structure by the 
railway, 

Committeo rose and reported progress and 
asked leave to sit sgain.—Granted, 

Council adjourned,

William King, an 
officer in the war of 1812, and then a mem- 
bor of the Assembly from Niagara County, 
called Whitney, of Rochester, Howard, of 
Buffalo, Ohubbuck,of Lawiston,and Garside, 
of Canada, out of aroom and into mw car- 
riage furnished by Major Barton. They 
were drivon to Fort Nisgara,repaired to the 
magazine, and informed Morgan that tho 
arrangements for sending him to Oanada 
were completed and that his family would 
soon follow him. Morgan embarked io the 
boat, which was rowed to the mouth of the 
river, where a rope was wound around his 
body, to each end of which a sinker was at- 
tached. Morgan was then thrown over- 
board. He grasped the gunwale of the 
boat convulsively. Garside in forcing 
Moryan to relinquish his hold was severely 
bitten. Whitney, in concluding his narra- 
tive, ssid he was now relieved from 4 heavy 
load ; that for four years he had not heard 
the window rustle nor any other noise at 
night without thinking the shoriff was after 
him, Oolonel Jewett, looking fixedly at 
Whitney, said, * Weed can hang you now.’ 
*Baot he won't,’ was Whitney’s prompt 
reply. Of course a secret thus confided to 
me was inviolabdly kept, and 29 years after- 
ward, while attending a National Roe- 
publican Convention at Ohicago, John 
Whitney, who then resided there, 
called to say that he wanted me to 
write out what he once told me about Mor- 
gan's fate, to be signed by him ia the pre- 
sence of witnesses, and to be sealed up and 
published after hia death. I promised to 
do so before leaving Uhicago. There was 
no leisure, however, during the sitting of 
the Convention, and even before its final 
adjournment I had forgotten what I had 
told Whitney, I wentto Europe, and 
while in London wrote a letter to Whitney 
asking him to get Alex. B. Williams, then 
& resident of Chicago, to do what I had so 
unpardonably neglected, That  lotter 
reached Ohicago one week after Whitney's 
death, closing the last and only chance for 
the revelation of that important event.”

The Stamford Shooting 
THE ACCUSED STILL ADHERES TO HIS STORY, 
WELLAND, Nov, 28 —An interview which 
was held with Claude Lister, who attempted 
to murder Clarence Smith at Stamford some 
days since, bas only now been telegraphed, 
He was then lying in sn ap arenily dying 
condition iathe Welland gaol. He talked 
freoly ot the eff.ir, avd still maintained that 
he Gesired to kill Smith be ause ho loved 
him. Ho was asked if this was nota strangs 
way cf showing bis love. ‘* Ob,” said ho, "I 
love bim so much.” ‘How came you to have 
such an affection for him?’ OhI could not 
help it,” said Lister, ‘You would bave lov- 
ed him as I did if you hid know him as well” 
Then speaking of the attention ho received at 
Smith’s house during Sunday night, he said 
“they were yery kind to me, Don’t Baya 
word against the Sniths, Clare's mother bas 
forgiven me, and so has his father and all of 
them I thought Charley would coms apd 
kill me as soon as ho koew that I had shot 
Clare, but he did not.” Later in tho evoning 
they moved Lister to anolher room near to 
the tire. Mrs. Churob, the wife of his (ormer 
employer, and aunt of the boy Smith, came to 
him and said. “Do you kcow me, Claud ?” 
He replied that he did. Mra. Smith then said 
to Mrs, Church, ‘I can’t think what made 
him do it, for ha worshipped the very ground 
he walked op,” Lister firat met Smith on 
Jaly let at Brook’s Monument, and thoy walk. 
ed home together. From that tmo up to the 
time of the tragedy their strange friendship 
seems to Dave increared, Thed sirs to mur. 
der Clarence Smith seems to havo first gained 
possession of Lister when Ulsre joined tho reat 
in the believing that Claud stole the bayonet, 
After the expiration of this light sentenor, 
Lister went to Nmith’s for his stick, On this 
occasion Wm Smith treated him coolly, and 
he wont straight to Swain’s and took his rezr 
with the intention of committing suicide, and 
went towards Victoria for this purpose. Just 
as he had got tho razor to his throat a sudden 
desire weizsd him to seo Clare onoo more before 
ho died. He then worked for a farmor until 
he had sofficient money to purchase a revolver, 
and then sot out for Grantham to murder the 
boy. Lister is supposed to have a bad record, 
having boon in « reformatory at one timo in 
Fogland, Heleft Eogland first on the rhip 
Loch Des, May, 1881, aod went to Auckland 
io New Z-aland, r:turned to England in Auu- 
ust, aod railed for Canada ia September. Ho 
worked his way into this section, but has no 
friends hore. Lister has written a Jettor to 
his fethor. la it be says: “Give my share to 
Obarlie Smith, Clarence Smith was more to 
metban » brother, If Hertha’s child ica boy, 
name it alter Clare and myself, Good-bye, 
wo shall soon be with mamma, Remombor 
mo in the family prayor.”
